STANDING BY SILVER. 


A Bimetallic Convention to Be Held in 
Chicago Next Month. 


CALL FROM NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS 


Setting Forth Reasons Why Silver 
Men Should Be Alert. 


A TALK WITH GENERAL WARNER. 


Why the Convention Was Called to Meet 
in Chicago Instead cf at the 
National Capital.

Washingion. July 4.—The following call 
for a national convention of the American 
Bimetallie League was issued from na- 
tional headquarters of the league this af- 
ternvon: 

Suu Building, Washington, July 4.—The re- 
cent culmination of events of the greatest mo- 
ment to the people of this country calls for 
wise counsel and determined action on the 
part of all patriotic citizens. A concerted 
purpose is manifest to seize upon the 
present opportunity to destroy silver as money 
aud to estabiish finally and forever the single 
gol standard, and at one stroke to change 
all debts to gold debts with a never-ending 
rise of gold and fall of price, A financial dis- 
turbance, largely artificial and needless, has 
been created as ‘‘an object lesson,’’ and false- 
ly attributed to the present silver law in or- 
der, out of it, to create a manifestation of 
public sentiment, under cover of which the 
greater crime of overthrowing the money of 
the constitution and establishing the single 
gold standard, may be consummated. As a 
part of the same great conspiracy the mints 
of India have been closed and the shock is felt 
around the world. Congress has been called 
to meet in extra session on August 7th. If, 
at this session, the money standard of the 
constitution is overthrown and the single 
gold standard is finally established, to be ex- 
tended over the world, an economic revolu- 
tion will have been inaugurated more disas- 
trous to the welfare of mankind and especially 
to the producing an laboring classes than any 
in the history of the world. 

In view, therefore, of the threatened condli- 
tions that have arisen and in answer to nvu- 
merous appeals for action, the execuive com- 
mittee of the American Bimetallic League has 
deemed it proper to call a national convention 
to be held at Chicago beginning August 1st, 
aud to continue as long as the convention may 
direct. 

All the members of the league are urged to 
attend, and all who are in favor of maintain- 
Ing the money of the constitution and opposed 
to the establishment of the single standard in 
the United States without regard to party, 
are invited to attend and particiate in the-de- 
lhiberations of the convention. All economic 
associations and all industrial organizations 
are requested to send delegates to this con- 
vention. A special invitati®n is extended 
to members of congress and members of state 
legislatures. Governors of states are request- 
«ci to appoint as many delegates as they may 
deem proper. ae

f,eneral Warner Interviewed. 


General Warner made the following 
statement this afternoon: 

“A thorough poll of the slicer forces 
establishes the fact that the Sherman law 
cannot be repealed without a substitute 
which will be satisfactory to the silverites. 
This canvass of strength has been in prog- 
ress since the day after the issuance of the 
president's proclamation. It has been push- 
ed actively by means of personal consul- 
tation, mail and telegraphic communica- 
tations. When the canvass was begun, the 
first effect of the anti-silver blow was snl 
felt and there was a manifest fear on the 
part of the silver men that the Sherman 
law would be repealed... Gradually 
this fear gave way to hope, and in turn, 
this has been supplemented by defiance.” 

This statement of General Warner re- 
flects the sentiments of the free silver men 
here, and there can be no doubt that with- 
in the past twenty-four bours they have 
gained renewed confidence in the belief that 
the Sherman act cannot be repealed with- 
out giving the silverites something equally 
as good or better. Their hope is in the 
senate, and the reasons for their faith, 
they express as follows: 

“In that body there are men who rep- 
resent the very Ife or death of the white 
metal; men who are able and earnest and 
who boldly announce they will never give 
up the Sherman law unless they can be 
concLated with a measure that is more 
friendly to silver. With the determin- 
ation of such men, it must be plain to re- 
peal the law will be a difficult matter. 
One method might prevail—the adoption 
of the cloture in the upper chamber. The 
gold men have already thrown out this 
threat, but the silverites meet it boldly. 
Over such a proposition there could be 
nothing but the most determined strug- 
gle. In this connection, the fromer fight 
when an effort was made to introduce the 
cloture at the same time the force bill was 
trying to be forced fhrough by republicans, 
becomes of greater importance. The dem- 
ocrats Were in a delicate position and they 
finally enlisted the services of the free 
silver men on their behalf on what was 
understood to have heen an offensive and 
defensive alliance. Through the efforts of 
these men, the force hill was defeated. 
Among those who aided the southern 
democrats most successfully were Senator 
Stewart. of Nevada. Now the time has 
apnarentiy arrived for the silver men to 
eall upon their former allies to fulfill the 
pledges and it is reasonable to expect that 
they will do so. With such a combina- 
tion, the adoption of 2 cloture in. the sen- 
ate would seem impossible and without 
the cloture, it would appear that any ef- 
fort ta repeal the Sherman law without 
accompanving substitute measures. would 
be a hard task, as the plan of talkine the 
proposed legislation to death has been suc- 
cessfully accomplished.

THE MESSAGE, 


Speculation Over What the President Will 
Sav to Congress. 

Washington, July 4.—(Special.)—There 
will be a message from the president to con- 
£ress when it convenes, but it is expected 
that the document will deal almost exclu- 
sively With the financial questions that have 
assumed a phase requiring congressional 

Yreatment. Its general ‘scope has Ieeen 
brieflly indicated in the president's procla- 
mation. 

Asto Judge Newman's Decision, 

The recent decision of Judge Newian, of 
the United States court of northern Geor- 
gia, by which the committee of the interstate 
commission to enforce the long and short 
clause haul of the interstate commerce act 
against certain roads operating lines in the 
state of Georgia was nullified, was some- 
thing of a surprise to the commissioners. 
As svon as the decision was received the 
-<cetlumission took an appeal to the court of 
appeals for that district. It is confidently 
expected that the court at its October ses- 
sion will promptly reverse Judge Newman's 
decision. 


Treastury Matters. 

Secretary Carlisle has in contemplation 
a plan to reter to the Fairchild commis- 
sion, now investigating the New York cus- 
tom house, what are known as the “hat 
trimmings cases’ for adjustment. 

Under a decision of the United States 
supreme court these cases were decided 
against the United States and it was di- 
rected that the excess.of duties paid by im- 
porters on the classification be refunde 
to them. Estimates of the amounts to be 
refunded vary from $3,000,000 to $8,000,- 
OOU. ‘The process of determining the ex- 
cess due on each. invoice is a tedious and 
exacting one, and will require the most 
searching inquiry. It will be fully three 
years before all the cases can be adjusted. 
The matter has not been fully determined, 
but Secretary Carlisle is. favorably disposed 
toward the plan, which has also the sanc- 
tion of Assistant Secretary Hamlin. 

Annual Estimates Being Prepared. 

The fact that within a short time the 
various departments of the government will 
begin the preparation of the annual esti- 
mates gives rise to the belief that the extra 
session of congress will not only deal with 
financial questions, but will consider, per- 
haps, and act upon the appropriation bills 
as well. At any rate the estimates will be 
hurried along so that congress may _be 
prepared to deal with the appropriation 
bills if it sees fit soon after the session be- 
gius and the committees are appointed. 

A Qaiet Fourth. 


The celebration of the Fourth of July 
at the national capitol opened with relig- 
jous services at Ephimany church, con- 
ducted by Rey. Dr. Mcisim, in the pres- 
ence of the Sons of the Revolution and 
others. / The societies proceeded to the 
ground of the Washington monument, 
where, after the reading of the declara- 
tion of independence, two speeches were 
made. Other societies observed the day in a 
formal manner. Business was suspended 
and all the government-departments clos-

VICTIMS TO THE LAW. 


A Negro Crazed by Urink or Lack of It 
Takes Hia Life. 

Charleston, S. ©., July 4.—(Special.)— 
Butler Black, a negro about forty years old, 
was found dead in the barn adjoining Henry 
Fishhelt’s store this morning. He had com- 
mitted suicide and all the indications attend- 
ing the affair seem to point to the fact that 
Black is the first victim of the new liquor law. 

Biack was missed this morning. A search 
found him standing upright on the floor with 
a rope around his neck and attached to a 
rafter of the building. His feet were resting 
on the ground. 

He had been drinking up to midnight on the 
30th of June, when tKe liquor law went into 
effect, and had laid in enough liquor to last 
him through Saturday night. It is thought 
that the want of more liquor had crazed him, 
and being unable to get it, not having the 
pass word to the blind tigers, which have 
taken the place of the barrooms, he hung him- 
self. 


Another Would-Be Victim. 

Tonight another victim of the state liquor 
law attempted to commit suicide by jumping 
off the pier head into the river. He gave the 
name of G. W. Perrin: said he was a native 
of the upper part of this state and had deen 
here about sixty days. When the barrooms 
were closed by the state on Friday he did 
not have money enough to lay in a stock of 
liquors like his fe'low citizens, and not having 
the pass word into the blind tigers, became 
despondent for want of liquor and attempted 
te end his life. He was saved by a negro 
who saw him take his leap.

Mass., July 4.—That the 
people may not become uneasy at the non- 
arrival of President Cleveland at Gray 
Gables, Mrs. Cleveland has _ teiephoned 
the newspaper men bere that she had re- 
eeived advices from the president that he 
was well and in good health and may not 
reach here for two or three days, yet he 
may arrive at any time.

Niagara Falls, July 4.—Fully 1,000 people 
saw Clifford Gatvery perform some wonderful 
feats on his wire stretched across the Niagara 
gorge this afternoon. He beat all wire rec- 
ords by runnifg across the wire at full 
speed in two minutes and thirty-five seconds. 
one minute faster than the record established 
last summer by Dixon.

| DEAD IN HEAPS. | 


Another One of Those Mine Horrors, 
This Time in England, 


ONE HUNDRED AND TEN LIVES LOS 


Heartrending Scenes About the 
Mouth of the Pit. 


GPENING OF THE GERMAN REICHSTAG 


The Emperor’s Speech, in Which He Al- 
ludes to the Defeat of the Army 
Bill—Other Foreign News, 


London, July 4.—At Thornhill, York- 
shire, an explosion occurred today. One 
hundred and thirty miners are entombed 
and the loss of life, it is feared, will be 
heavy. Four bodies have already been 
brought out. Pitiful scenes of distress and 
anxiety prevail about the mine. 

The day shift went to work as usual 
early this morning. The ventilation was 
reported to be good. All went well until 
the workers at the pit mouth were startled 
by a muffled explosion and by clouds of 
dense smoke rolling up the main shaft. 
They tried to communicate with the work- 
ingmen, but found that the interior had 
been cut off from the shaft. The pit man- 
agers organized an exploring party and de- 
scended slowly through tke smoke. They 
were driven back repeatedly and eventu- 
ally gave up their purpose of operation be- 
fore the foul gas should be cleared away. 

After taking away the bodies found at 
the bottom of the shaft the rescue party 
waited: for several hours before making 
another descent. About the middle of the 
evening they. went down again. The gas 
Had cleared off near the shaft, and the work- 
men could examine part of the works. The 
bodies of the dead men lay in heaps. They 
were sent to the surface as fast as possible. 
Unremitting efforts are being made to reach 
the few remaining miners still possibly 
alive. : 

About 110 are supposed to have been 
killed. Between 10 and’11 o’clock so much 
gas accumulated in the mine that it was 
necessary to stop the work of rescue. The 
men and boys missing number 145. The 
dead body of the undér manager, badly 
burned, was found in the mine near the 
shaft. 


BARRICADING THE STREETS. 


Paris Seems to Be at tig? Mercy of the Riot- 
ous Students. 

Paris, July 4.—Rictous demonstrations 
were made by students today at St. Ger- 
main de Prese and in the Rue Jacob, near 
the Hospital de la Charite. The police were 
unable to disperse the mobs. Lveutually 
a hirge detachment of cavalry charged and 
scattered the students. — | 

The disorder in the streets increases hour- 
ly. The whole district bounded by the 
Boulevard St. Germain, the river and the 
Kue de Seine is in an uproar. Students, with 
crowds of roughs, fill the open spaces. Om- 
nibuses and tram cars are stopped by the 
mobs, the passengers are turned out and 
the vehicles are upset. On the Boulevard 
St. Germain, Quai Voltaire and the Rue St. 
Peters traffic has been barricaded. Pedes- 
trians are stopped and maltreated. The 
Charite hospital has been surrounded with 
bulwarks to keep off the students who 
threatened to attack the building. The 
minister of public works, the marine de- 
partment and the Ecole des Baux arts are 
guarded by military. Skirmishing is re 
ported intermittently from the Rue Jaob, 
the Voltaire Quai and the Place de St. Ger- 
main. The students are trying also to re- 
peat the scenes of last night in the neigh- 
borhood of the palais de justice and per- 
fecture de police. 

A mob assembled at the Palais St. Michael 
and tried to rush over the brige to the 
boulevard du Palais. which runs between 
the two buildings. They were met and 
driven back by a body of cavalry. They 
retreated fighting down the Boulevard St. 
Michael. Many students were trampled or 
cut and several cavalrymen were wounded 
by flying stones. 

At 10:30 o’clock the students have pos- 
session of a dozen streets between the 
Boulevard St. Germain and the Seine. In- 
fantry and cavalry are on hand, however, 
to restrain them from breaking into the 
publicbu ildings. 

Upsetting Vehicles. 

At 11:30 o'clock all the territory between 
the Rue des Petros and the College de 
France, two blocks east of the Boulevard 
St. Michael, is in full riot. Troops of cav- 
alry and squads of police are stationed in 
every street. The students hold ‘their 
ground. They are stopping and upsetting 
all vehicles. Scores of carts and carriages 
have been set on fire. Many students are 
using revolvers. The mob in front of the 
Charite hospital has Deer charged repeat- 
edly by the police, but fight back and will 
not disperse. Their allies in the windows of 
the buildings near the hospital have been 
pelting the police with crockery and furnt- 
ture and cotton wool saturated with carbol- 
ic acid. Many policemen have been injured. 
The cuirassiers have not as yet interfered. 

The critical situation is complicated by 
the demonstrations of the workingmen. 
Three thousand of them met today in the 
working exchange and decided to remain in 
it and resist the authorities in their 
threats to close them out. Fifteen hundred 
workingmen are marching, eight abreast, 
through the disturbed district. It is report- 
ed that Nuger’s body will be sent to Lyons 
tonight an opportunity may he given for 
a demonstration at the funeral. Students 
are walking to the railway to thwart these 
plans. The keenest anxiety is everywhere 
apparent. General Saussiere, military gov- 
ernor of Paris, has prepared the garrison 
for the worst. 

Later the mobs piled up the carriages and 
carts which they had seized to barricade the 
streets. All the shops between the Rue des 
Petros and the College de France were 
closed early in the evening. The names of 
twenty men severely injured in the riots 
of the night have been reported. Twelve 
of the injured are im hospitals. 

M. Loze, prefect of police, tendered his 
resignation to the government yesterday, 
but the government declined to accept it 
until after the resolution of order. 

At 1 o’clock the reports from the Latin 
quarter said most of the windows were 
broken, the lamp posts were lying across 
the streets and broken furniture and half 
smashed vehicles Jay strewn over the pave- 
ments. A police brigndier ix said to have 
been severely> wounded with a little _re- 
volver. | 

The morning newspapers give many in- 
stances of the perfect vandalism manifested 
by the etudent mobs. On the Boulevard St. 
Michael the riots age block of tram 
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car upside down. The rioters nearby were 
quick to follow this example and within five 


‘minutes five other cars have been wrecked 


and upset. 

In the Rue Eugene de la Croix, twenty 
lads built a barricade of vehicles and pav- 
ing stones. This barricade, like most of the 
others, impeded greatly the operations of 
the cavalry and was impregnable against 
the “police. 

The Paris. newspapers say that one po- 
liceman was killed and thirty or forty po- 
licemen were injured. 

A Political Schense. 

London, July 4.—The Paris correspondent of 
The Datly News says that the rougbs, who are 
aiding the riotous students, are supposed to 
be in the pay of politieal wire pullers, who 
wish to bring the Dupuy government into 
discredit. 


OPENING OF THE REIGHSTAG. 


Speech of the Emperor—Allusion to the 
Defeated Army Bill. 

Berlin, July 4.—The reichstag was open- 
ed today by Emperor William in person. 
At noon the castle guards marched into 
the white saloon, which oecupies the south- 
eastern corner of the royal palace, and took 
position about the dias fm which his ma- 
jesty was to read his speech. lollowing the 
gvards came the members of, the bondes- 
rath and the representatives @€ the indi- 
vidual states composing the German em- 
pire. After them came the ministers of 
state and the members of the reiclstag- 

When all had taken the positions as- 
signed to them, the prince of Pless, grand 
marshal .of the court, announced the 
approach of the emperor by knocking upon 
the floor with his staff of oftice. 

The emperor, attired in full artillery 
uniform, entered the saloon and proceeded 
directly to the dias, which was erected 
to the right of the press gallery. Bowing 
low, Chancellor Caprivi handed the manu- 
script of the imperial speech to the em- 
peror. 


The Emperor's Speech. 

Holding himself erect, his majesty, In a 
firm and clear voice, read as follows: 

Honored Gentlemen—Since you have been 
called in common work for the federal govern- 
ment, Ll desire to welcome you upon entering 
upon your deliberations. A bi] concerning cle 
peace footing of the army, which was ‘sub- 
mitted to the former reichstag, to my regret, 
eini not tind approval. 1t was the unanimous 
convictions, shared by all my high confeder- 
ates, that the empire ceuld no longer afford 
to renounce the development of the army sys- 
tem necessary to guarantee the future safety 
of the empire. In the face of the development 
of military institutions, the rejection of the 
army bill was bound to lead to the resolution 
to dissolve the ,reichstag and order new elec- 
tions. 

Since the first introduction of the bill the 
political situstion In Kurepe has experienced 
no change. The relations of the empire with 
the other powers are theroughly friendly and 
free from a!l clouds. The propartion of Ger- 
many’s organized military strength has, how- 
- ever, changed for the worse during the pust 
year when compared with that of our neigh- 

bors. If already Germany's geographical 
ay upon 
us, the duty to maintain fa relatively strong 
army, then a further fiuecrease in the sllitary 
strength of the empire becomes a forcible 
necessity to satisfy the duties laid upon me 
by the constitution. F consider that all the 
means at our disposal mimust be utilized in 
order to establish an effeetive defense of the 
fatherland. 

You will receive Immediately a new bill re- 
garding the peace-foofing of the army in 
which there will be taken into account, as 
fer as possible, certain jesires expressed ctur- 
ing the discussion of-+the iate bill. Conse 
quently diminished. demands are made upon 
the personal capaeities and taxbearing power 
of the poor, as far as __ possible without 
endangering the efficiency of the army. The 
empire interest requires, especially, in view 
of the end of the septennate next spring, 
that the bill be passed with the utmost dis- 
patch so that the new recruit calls may _ be 
made in the antumn on the new basis. De- 
lay would influence most unfavorably our 
strength for more than twenty vears. With 
a view to enabling you to give undivided action 
to the discussion of the bill, the government 
will not in the meantime introduce any other 
measures. Tand my high confederates remain 
convinced that the means of the new organiza- 
tion can be procured .without overburdening 
the country, on the basis of the financial bill 
introduced in the reichstag last autumn. 

At the opening of the winter session a bill 
will be presented directed to obtaining means 
according to the capability of the taxperyers. 
Until then the increased costs will he covered 
by the federated states through matriculation 
parments. 

Gentlemen, with great sacrifices Germany 
has been united in one empire. The -nation 
honors most those who staked their blood and 
property on this work. which led the father- 
land to prosperity. To safeguard the glort- 
ous achievements with which God has blessed 
in our battle for independence i8 our most 
sacret duty. This duty we ean only fulfill 
if we make ourselves strong enough to remain 
surely for Furope’s peace. I trust ron will 
not fall to give me and my confederates your 
patriotic searifice and willing support in 
striving for these aims. 


With Hearty Cheers. or 

The emperor’s reference to the duty of 
the members of the reichstag to preserve 
and guard that which the nation has won, 
was greeted with hearty cheers. When 
the emperor had concluded his written 
speech, loud and prolonged applause greeted 
him. His majesty stood waiting for quiet 
to be restored, and when he could be heard 
he added a few improvised remarks, say- 
ing: 

“Now then, go. ‘The God above looks 
over you and will lend you His blessing 
to complete this honest work for the bene- 
fit of the fartherland, Amen.” 

The Bavarian minister called for three 
cheers for the emperor, and they were given 
with a harty good will. The uniform worn 
by the emperor was that of the gorde du 
corps. The members of the social demo- 
crat and radical people’s parties and some 
of the anti-semites, were not present at 
the ceremony of the opening of the house. 
Most of the members of the center of (ath- 
olic party were present, and there was a 
full attendance of the government groups. 


TWENTY-SIX LIVES LOST 


By the Explosion of the Bollers of a Steamer 
on the Volgn. 

St. Petersburg, July .4.—The steamer 

Alfons, a boat employed in the river trade 

on the Volga, was today approaching Ro- 


manov, wheu her boilers exploded, killing’ 


twenty-six of the passengers. Among the 
dead are General Petrushewski. The ex- 
plosion tore the upper part of the steamer 
to pieces and the burning coals that were 
blown from the furnaces set fire to the 
wreck. The boat burned to the water's 
edge and then sank. 


LIVELY LADDIES. 


One Hundred and Fifty-Five Fire Alarms in 
Chicago Yesterday. 


Chicago, July 4.—Aside from the celebration 
at the world’s fair grounds this was’the live- 
liest Fourth of July Chicago has had for many 
years. Forty-one people were injured by 
powder and three of them, Andrew Burns, 
William Kattelle, thirteen years old, and 
Dennis Heally, an electrician, were fatatly 
injured.

BIG DAY AT THE FAIR 


A Quarter of a Million People Take 
Part in the Ceremonies. 


AND SING THE NATIONAL ANTHEM. 


Speeches of Vice-President Steven- 
fon and Mayor Harrison, 


HOISTING “OLD GLORY” ON THE POLE. 


The Flag Cheered by All Nationslt'es as It 
Waveda, but Columbia Liberty 
Bell Was Not There. 


Chicago, July 4.—It is fitting that the 
Fourth of July, the national day of the 
nation’s independence, should witness the 
largest attendance of the season at the 
world’s Columbian exposition. Although 
the official returns are not yet in, the of- 
ficials do not hesitate to declare that to- 
day’s attehdance will not fall short of 
250,000. Every railroad running into Chi- 
cago gave a special Fourth of July rate 
today, and the closing of commercial houses 
in the city enabled the working and bus- 
iness people of Chicago to sweil the throngs 
until the aggregate became greater than 
that of any previous day’s attendance. The 
weather was alternately fair and threat- 
ening, and just as the hour of 12 o’clock 
arrived, ‘slight showers broke over the as- 
semblage and caused a hasty upraising of 
umbrellas. 

Good taste was displayed by the exposi- 
tion officials in the brevity of the pro- 
gramme, the entire exercises of speech and 
song consuming but little over an hour. 
The stand was erected on the east side of 
the terminal space, and the space between 
the structures and the administration build- 
ing was packed with humanity a half 
hour before the beginning of the ceremonies. 
‘The crowd was a good natured, jolly one 
and everybody seemed bent on an appro- 
priate observance of the JT ourth. The 
weather, after 2 o’clock in the afternoon, 
was clear and bright. ‘The majority of the 
visitors arrived in the forenoon, most of 
the excursion traing entering the grounds 
not later than 9 or 10 o’clock. As usual, 
most of the visitors had either heard of 
or been the victims of the restaurants and 
came pepared with lunch baskets. When 
iunch hour arrived, the green sward became 
the resort of the weary and was dotted 
with thousands of tablecloths and _  bas- 
kets as the folks spread their midday re- 
past. 

The commemorative exercises of the 
day begun at 11 o’clock in the morning. 
At 10 o'clock, Mayor Harrison and officials 
of the city entered in carriages preceded 
by a band. The exercises opened with 
music from the chorus as assembled by 
Director Pratt. Nearly 2,000 singers were 
wnarshaled around the stand, groups being 
stationed in the’ galleries of the-terminal 
station, the front galleries cf the mines 
and mining building and the baleony of the 
machinery, hall. There were four bands, 
one located in the west’ balcony of the 
administration buildings and tie others 
being distributed at regular ptervais about 
the plaza. 

When Mayor Harrison, the common coun- 
cil and the escorting citizens and_the ex- 
hibitors arrived at the grounds, Director 
General George R. Davis, who presided, 
arose and called the assemblage to order. 
As he did so, Colonel C. H. Clark, of Mil- 
waukee, stepped forward and presented 
him with a_ gavel made from a piece of 
the famous Washington elm at Cambridge, 
\iass. In presenting the gavel, Colonel 
Clark said: . 

Pireetuor General Davis: - One hundred and 
elghteen years ago yesterday, Washington ar- 
rived at Cambridge, Mass., drew his sword 
and took command of the continental army 
under the tree now known as the Washington 
elm. I take pleasure in presenting you with 4 
gavel for this morning’s services made from 
tue wood of that now famous tree. 

In receiving the gavel, Director General 
Davis thanked Colonel Clark for it and 
said that it was eminently fitting that a 
piece of such a historical tree should be 
used in celebration of the birth of Ameri- 
can liberty. He then turned to the au- 
dience and announced that the Rey. Dr. 
John H. Burrows would invoke the bles- 
sing of God on the celebration. —_ 

At the conclusion of the prayer, Director 
General Davis introduced General Adlai K. 
Stevenson, vice president of the United 
States, as the orator of the day. Great 
applause greeted General Stevenson when 
he stepped forward. He spoke as fol- 
lows: 

I am confident that at no time or place have 
human eyes beheld a grander assemblage. 
This is America’s day. Under the auspices 
or the great exposition other days have 
been set apart to commemorate marked events 
in history. The individual states of our na- 
tion make it our union, and the natious of 
the earth, each and all, and wisely, too, bave 
nad a special day assigned them. In the 
great congresses which have here assembied 
representatives of all lands and of all path- 
ways of human endeavor have been gathered 
here. Science, agriculture and arts have not 
been forgotten. All who toil with hands and 
brain, no matter whence they come, or what 
they bring, have been welcomed to the great 
exposition. Whoever could add to the sum of 
human learning or lessen the sum of human 
woe have been, and are thrice welcome guests, 
But this day—our day—comes unheralded by 
edict or proclamatiou. For more than one 
hundred years it has been the day of days 
of America—the day we do honor to the mem- 
ory of the signers of the deé¢laration of inde- 
pendence. These ceremonies, this coming 
together of the people, not as the anniversary 
of the birth of our republic, but as prophet as 
weli as patriot,John Adams claimed, ‘‘We shal! 
make this a glorious. an immortal day.’’ Our 
children will celebrate it with roar of cannon, 
with martial music. with’ songs of thanks- 
giving and with souls of joy. All this multi- 

lied a golden fleld, we now behold. One 
1undred and seven years from the hour 
this declaration was signed, on the southern 
border of the great chain of lakes, midway 
between .the oceans, a city has sprung into 
life containing a population but little less 
than that of all the American states at the 
tiine the declaration of independence was 
prociaimed. I am honored by being called to 
preside this day over the assemblage. lt is 
not mine, but the part of others to speak to 
you. Lips more eioquent than miue will tell 
something of the man who gave to the Ameri- 
can colonies this churt of their Iberties; 
something of the heroic struggie which, com- 
mencing at Lexington, culminated at York- 
town in the independence of the colonies; 
something of the men who, in 1787, insired 
by wisdom more thau human, crystallized into 
our federal constitution those principles quot- 
ed in the great declaration. I congratulate 
you, my countrymen, upon this auspicious 
celebration of the Fourth day of July, upou the 
glories of the past, and what yet remaius 
for us and for our children. Self-government 
is no longer an experiment. It has safely 
pa the erucial test of more than one hun- 
dred years of trial. No period of history 
has known a more steadfast determination to 
maintain and perpetuate the priceless heritage 
bequeathed us by our fathers. Our repubiie 
is “‘White as the marble, firm as the rock, 
broad and generai as the casing.”’ 

We have entered upon the second century 
of our national life. God grant that we and 
those who succeed us may not prove tinwor- 
thy of those who have gone before: that we 
may net prove unmind of the sublime les- 
sons of past. Then wem ust rest assured 
that the bright sun which ushers in each suc- 
wma celebration of the declaration of in- 
dependence inay look down

The Hon. Carter H. Harrison, of Chi- 
cago, Was the next speaker. He was given 
a greeting by the thousands assembled that 
Was quite as hearty and enthusiastic as 
that accorded General Stevenson, and the 
crowd listened attentively to all that he had 
to say and at frequent intervals he was 
interrupted by applause. He eulogized 
Washington, Jefferson and Jackson. When 
he spoke of General Jackson he stepped to 
the table and picked up a sword which had 
been brought from Little Rock. Ark.; by 

. H. G. Hallenberg. said that it was 
the weapon carried by Jackson and that 
no true American would ever hesitate to 
draw it in defense of the glorious stars 
and stripes. 

At the last sentence the booming of can- 
nons and ringing of bells announced it was 
high noon. Mrs. Mary M. Morris stepped 
quickly across the platform and touched 
the telegraph key, and the click of the in- 
strument announced to the cities and towns 
all over the country that it was noon in 
Chicago and that the original “old glory” 
was being hoisted. It carried the news to 
Troy, and the new liberty bell sounded its 
first notes. While the instrument was 
yet clicking, Mrs. H. R. Stafford bowed 
down with the weight of three score years 
and ten, with trembling hands, seized the 
halyard and pulled aloft the historic Paul 
Jones's flag. The vast throng stood silent 
With uncovered heads for a moment, and 
then there came a mighty shout that drown- 
ed- the noise of the booming cannon and 
the clanging bells. 

“The Declaration of Independence” was 
read by J. S. Norton, of Chicago. 

“My Country. “Tis of Thee” was sung, 
and again the crowd took up the song and 
carried it through to the end. The exer- 
cises were concluded by the singing of the 
doxology . 


Columbia Liberty Bell. 


Albany, N. Y., July 4.—Hundreds of people 
gathered today at the Clinton Meneley bell 
foundry, Troy, to view the Columbian liber- 
ty bell and hear its first tones. At 1 o'clock 
word was received from Chicago, with which 
place direct communication with the foundry 
yard was Bed, that ‘all was ready for the 
ringing of the bell.

Greenwood, S. C., July 4.—(Special.)—

of General John B. Gordon, of Atlanta,

He’ re 
called memories of the past as incentitives 
to certain duties for the future, and in- 
voked the recolleetions of former struggles 
for the dead confederacy, as an inspiration 
for future services to the living republic.

The general was interrupted during his 
speech by a twitching of the tMroat, and 
he said he wanted somebody to get him 
something with a little sugar in it—‘Lots 
of sugar and a little whisky.”

American Independence a Protest. 

Who framed this government. and upon 
what principles was it founded? 

You may waste ever so many hours pouring 
over stamp acts; you may nod wearily through 
Webster's assertions that the revolution was 
fought upon a preamble; you may believe, 
because you have heard it so often, that the 
American colonies cut loose from England be- 
cause the mother country insisted upon “‘tax- 
ation without representation.’’ ; 

All of which is true, but doesn’t begin to 
touch the real point in the case. 

The pith and marrow and yital svirit of the 
whole business went vastly further. 

Our ancestors came here protesting against 
the arder of things in the old world. They 
were kickers; pioneers of a new creed, seeking 
a new country in which to plant it. They put 
the ocean between themselves and the things 
they hated. 

What were those things? 

1. A religious tyranny which compelled them 
to support a faith and a_ priesthood which 
they abhorred. 

2° A political tyranny which denied them 
the essential rights of manhood. 

Jefferson vs. Hamilton. 


Here the speaker went through the same 
old campaign review of the history of de- 
mocracy. He said Jefferson had been 
the father of democracy and Hamilton of 
republicanism, and told the entire story 
so well known to all over. again. 

He compared the movement fe has 
started in Georgia with the work of Jef- 
ferson, and said, of course. he would be. 
called a demagogue, for Jefferson himself 
was chided and ridiculed. 

“No wonder,” said he, “that Jefferson 
was scorned by the aristocracy of Virginia. 
No wonder they had called him a dema- 
gozue with a ‘D’ as big as a hamper bas- 
ket. an incendiary, with an ‘Il’ as big as 
a camel, and a stirrer up of strife with an 
‘S’ as big as a carload of bicycles. (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) 

“But the principles of democracy shall 
never die, and I shall be found fighting 
for the old Jeffersonian doctrines as long 
as my political career holds out. MHamil- 
ton said the dollars should rule the govern- 
ment, not the people. Who rules it now? 
(Voice, “the dollars.’’) Well, then, don’t 
democracy need a change? 

“In all countries there have always been 
two parties. But, bless your souls, by 
some concatenation of circumstances, we 
have three parties in this country, two of 
which are trying to get the whole loaf 
away from the people, while the other is 
defending the people’s rights against the 
monopolists of the world. 

“I can bear a government that makes an 
extortionate rate of interest in money loan- 
ed. But 1 cannot bear that government 
that lends money to you for one rate and 
lends to me for a rate much higher, and 
that is the policy of the two old parties. 
Tiremendous applause.J 

“Ah, boys, that sounds like old times! 
(Continued clieering-) I Thought you were 
all dead up here, (much laughter) 1 thought 
the political coroner had got you long ago 
To Tear Them tell it. (Voice, ‘not much, if 
any.’) I find you are like the fellow I read 
about in The Constitution the other day 
out in Texas. He had died suddenly and 
the coroner had been called in to hold an 
examination. Just as the verdict was 
about to be rendered, the fellow arose in 
the coffin and cussed out the coroner and 
said he be blamed if he wasn’t as much 
alive as any of them. (Much laughter.) So 
ure you. 

“The democrats of this state don’t do 
any sleeping when I’m around. (Applause) 
The truth about it is they all know I’m 
right. Well, 1 can bide my time and wait 
for partisanship and prejudice to subside. 
They talk to me about how we are in this 
business for the oflices. I think demo- 
crats like offices as well as we do. 1 have 
yet to hear of their being chased by blood- 
hounds into an office. (Laughter.) 1 didn’t 
take beef tea or any other doubtful con- 
coction to stimulate me to ask in doubtful 
inquiry, ‘where am 1 at?” (Prolonged 
cheers and laughter.) 

Here the speaker reached the financial 
sitiuation. He said that the democrats 
were too willing to let the free coinage of 
silver drop from their platform and go off 
after ideas of state banks of issue. They 
thought this was the porous plaster, the 
vermifuge to restore the financial system. 
He said this kind of money would be of no 
value, aS it takes the government’s stamp 
to make money these days. 

“Célonel Livingston says that kind of 
money will stay af home, and tits wc 
one of fts advantages. Well. 1 reckon 
Livingston loves good company, as he 
is got to stay at home. (Laughter)

On Free Coinage of Silver. 


Here the speaker reached the question 
of the free coinage of silver. He said The 
Atlanta Constitution was with the people 
of the land on this question and he con- 
gratulated the paper for its manly stand 
for it. 

He traced the silver legislation of re- 
cent years as follows: 

iby the terms of the Sherman law the silver 
bullion purchased was, after July, 181, to 
be coined into standard silver dollars and in 
sufficient quantity to redeem the treasury 
notes issued for the purchase of the bullion. 
Previous to July, 1891, it was optional with 
the secretary of the treasury to pay either. 
silger or gold in redemption of these treasury 
notes. It was thought, of course, that he 
would at least use some of the silver, and 
airection was given him to coin 2,000,000 
ounces of it for the purpose. But on July 
1, 1891, ail discretion ceased. 

The explicit words of the law are that ‘“‘the 
bullion must be coined and used to redeem 
these notes.’’ 

_The statute has been shamefully violated. 
None of the silver bullion is coined; none of 
it is used. It has been bulked up in tN 
vaults, a useless commodity, while the gov- 
ernment has lent its helping hand to the 
Wall streeters in their hess for gold. 


To prove my correctness on this important 


subject I will quote the words of the act: 


“Section 3.. That the secretary of the treas- 


ury shall each month coin 2,000,000 ounces of 
the silver- bullion, ry goa ig under the pro- 
visions of this act, into standard silver dollars 
until the Ist of July, 1891. And ‘after that 
time he shall coin, of the silver bullion 
purchased under the provisions of this act, as 
much as may be necessary to provide for the 
redemption of the treasury notes herein pro- 
vided for.’’ 

I submit it to any legal mind in Georgia 
whether that statute does not mean this: up 
to July 1, 1891, the secretary is compelled to 
coin the arbitrary amount of 2,000,000 ounces 
of that silver for the special purpose of taking 
up those treasury notes. After July 1, 1891, 
no arvitrary Mmit is fixed to the coinage. 
But the mandate is specific: ‘‘Coin enough to 
redeem those notes as they are presented.” 

And all this time we are told that the ad- 
ministration is a friend to silver We are 
asked to believe that they honestly think 
they maintain the ‘“‘parity of the two metals” 
by giving all the turkey to gold, and the 
buzzard to silver; all of the rose to: gold, 
and ail of the thorns to silver; all the favors 
to aes all the Ye to silver.

Today—Jefferson’s day—let us pledge our- 
selves anew to the holy mission of bringing 
back the government to the old landmarks. 

Let us go hence with new fires of purpose 
in our hearts! , 

Let our hopes, our labors all be consecrated 
to the work for better government and juster 
laws. 

And the prayer of this publican is for a 
new era in the affairs of the republic; a 
reign of the best men and the best laws, to 
the end that the land may be blessed; that 
industry may prosper in all her fields, com- 
merce in all her marts; that honesty may 
be cherished in all her rulers, justice in all 
her courts, equity in all her statutes, purity 
in all her temples, and happiness dwell in 
all her homes.

Enthusiastic Over Copeland. 


The gentleman shifted a receipt book from 
one pocket to another as he spoke. He had 
been out collecting rents and dropped in 
the grounds to see what was going on and 
forgetting about his rents, remained until 
the programme was finished. Mr. Copeland’s 
address was on the future of the republic. 
He compared America to the other coun- 
tries of the world. His oration was. over- 
flowing wifh patriotism.

John Temple Graves. 


In the afternoon, there was a concert and 
Colonel John ‘Temple Graves deliv- 
ered his lecture on the “Reign 
of the Demagogue.” Governor Nor- 
t in introducing him said that 
in the morning he had listened to the grand- 
est address he had ever heard and without 
disparagement to Mr. Copeland he could as- 
sure the audience that in Colonel Graves 
they would have as enjoyable a treat as they 
ever heard. The governor had referred to 
the speaker as the successor of Henry W. 
Grady. Colonel Graves replying paid a glow- 
ing tribute to the distinguished Atlantian, 
who lived the lordliest and died the best 
beloved of all our modern men.

When #=@®ovod slips its 
leash and the youth stands on the brink of 
the Rubicon, it concerns the state to know 
how he will rise from the plunge, whether 
hewill be aligned on t-mright or on the igno- 
ble side, Political life fascinates and draws 
men ever into the vortex.

He runs with the boys, 
is a worker in the secret societies, perhaps, 
a member in good standing in the church, 
for he is all things to all nen. His impu- 
dence is unsurpassed. He would slap the 
lord .mayor of London on_the back and 
would eall the Desert of Sahara “Sally, 
before he had been with her half an honr. 
He is a chameleon in principle, shifting 
his views according to the company he 
keeps. Colonel Graves traced the course 
of this figure to the city council, to the 
fegislatnre and on to congress.

From the Louvre, 
the audience was earried to the Luxem- 
bourg palace, built by Catharine de Medeci. 
One of the views shown from this palace 
was the ‘‘Maiden and the Prayer Book,” 
another exquisite picture, which stood 
out on the scene as the original does on the 
canvas. The golden hair, the reverent 
eyes, the devotional air, impressed all. Then 
was shown a view of the permanent ex- 

sition building, a statue of a Normandy 

orse, and many others. A fine picture 
of Thiers was accompanied by a short 
sketch of the great Frenchman, the first 
president of the republic. Thiers. who was 
born poor, became a great man by dint 
of indomitable study and extraordinary 
mind, who postponed his marriage because 
he felt that it would retard his success, 
who was chaWenged by his sweetheart’s 
father and stood up and let the old gentle 
man shoot at him and afterwards married 
the girl and supported her parent.

ABOUT THAT ROBERTSON CASE. 


Is Superintendent Wadley in Contempt? 
The Bond Commission Replies to 
Mr. Huff—News of the Day. 


Macon, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—Yester- 
day Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States court, heard a piteous appeal from 
Mrs. J. L. Robertson, wife of an ex-sec- 
tion boss of the Central railroad, and imme- 
diately after listening to her tearful story 
the judge addressed a letter to Superin- 
tendent McNealy, of the main stem, in the 
absence of Receiver Comer, who is in New 
York. Mr. Robertson had been in the ser- 
vice of the Central road twenty-four years 
until his discharge a short time ago. He 
was section boss between Macon and Sum- 
merfield, and always kept the road in splen- 
did condition. The Nancy Hanks dashes 
in safety and ease over it at the rate of a 
mile a minute. He has always been a faith- 
ful and efficient official, but it seems that he 
has been discharged simply because his wife 
brought suit against the company for dam- 
ages for the killing of her two cows by a 
train of the road. By the milk obtained 
from these cows Mrs. Robertson’s children 
subsisted and she was enabled by the sale 
of it to contribute to the support of the fam- 
ily. She hesitated about bringing suit for 
fear it would jeopardize her husband’s situ- 
ation, but being assured by Mr. Marion 
Erwin, ex-district attorney, and of counsel 
for the Central road in certain branches of 
the receivership case, that her suit would 
not possibly be used to the injury of her 
husband, she sued the road, through her at- 
torney, Mr. Hugh Washington. ‘Then fol- 
lowed the discharge of the husband as sec- 
tion boss, with the notification that he and 
his family must vacate the little house be- 
longing to the road and occupied by them. 

In this condition of affairs, her husband 
without employment and her family home- 
less, Mrs. Robertson appealed to Judge 
Speer, und his heart was touched with sym- 
puthy for her and he addressed a letter to 
Superintendent McNealy in which he said, 
among other things: 

“While, of course, I would not presume 
that any officer of the receiver would be 

uilty of the outrage of punishing this hum- 
le family in a manner so high-handed for 
submitting her claim to the determination 
of the court, the facts as stated present a 
very ugly appearance, and I wish at once 


to direct you to —— to me directly the. 


reasons for Mr. tobertson’s discharge. 
You can.avoid this, however, by reinstat- 
ing him to his former position immediately. 
In the meantime you are directed to permit 
his wife to occupy with her children the 
house set apart for the section boss, which 
she now occupies, until the court passes 
upon the matter to which your attention is 
called. The promptest attention to this 
matter is directed.’ | 
In Wadley in Contempt? 


Has General Superintendent George Dole 
Wadley, of the Central railroad, placed 
himself in a position where he can be held 
in contempt of court by Judge Speer? The 
celebrated contract case of the Central rail- 
road and its engineers, like Banquo’s ghost, 
will not down. The readers of The Con- 
stitution will remember tuat Mg. Wadley 
refused to sign the old contract that had 
been in force between the Central road and 
the engineers, and he made a contract, or 
schedule of rates or wages, that he insisted 
the engineers must sign. The case was ap- 
pealed to Judge Speer and he decided that 
the old contract should remain in force 
until] a new one, to be approved by the 
court, was made. The old contract has 
been supposed to be in force on the Central 
road and its branches, until a few days ago, 
when it was brought to the attention of 
Judge Speer that General Superintendent 
Wadley has put into operation on the 
olina branch and the Savannah and West- 
ern road the contract or schedule of rates 
which Mr. Wadley months ago insisted 
that the engineers must sign, and which 
contract Judge Speer ordered set aside and 
the old contract to be substituted instead. 
‘nudge Speer addressed a letter to Receiver 

er inquiring concerning the action of 
Mr. Wadiey. Mr, Wadley replied to Re- 
ceiver Comer to the effect that the divis- 
ion superintendents of the Carolina branch 
and the Savannah and Western had put the 
Wadley contract into operation under a 
misapprebension, and stated further that the 
engineers of the roads in question were well 
pleased with the Wadley contract or sched- 
ule. This answer. however, evidently did 
not satisfy Judge Speer, for he has again 
addressed Receiver Bocnce"Uirsetine him to 
find out what inducement or persuasion, if 
any, was used on the engineers that they 
should have accepted the Wadley contract; 
whereas, the court had established the old 
contract in passing on the appeal made to 
his court by the engineers. ow will the 
neitter end 

A New Trustee. 


Today Judge Speer signed an order mak- 
ing the Germania bank, of Savannah, trus- 
tee for the sinking fund of the Montgomery 
and Eufaula railroad. The Central road 
was formerly trustee for this fund. This 
sinking fund is for the protection of abeut 
$1.500,000 of bonds of the Montgomery: and 
Eufaula road.

Bond Commission Resolution. 

*The Constitution this morning made 
mention of the fact that the bond commis- 
sion of the city of Macon held a meeting 
yesterday to hear and act on a communica- 
tion which had been written by Hon. W. 
A. Huff. and addressed to President Bob 
Brown, of the commission. It said that 
the public considered this communication 
as Mr. Huff's first step in legal proceed- 
ings to be taken by him to enjoin the issu- 
ance by the mayor and council of $200,000 
of bonds to sewer the city.

An Impending Calamity. 

The Century Dictionary, in six large 
volumes, has enabled the writers of our 
time to conceal their ideas so success- 
fully that there would seem to be no 
necessity for another big dictionary. 
But The Century Dictionary is to be 
eclipsed by a new English work which 
is now in cdurse of publication. It 
will be composed of forty-eight volumes, 
and will be a vast monument of toil 
and learning. 

Before there was an English diction- 
ary the best writers flourished. Even 
with the disadvantage of a few small 
dictionaries we had quite a number of 
writers whose style was admirable. The 
growth of the dictionary nuisance, how- 
ever, has blighted our literature. The 
spectacled noedles who spend their days 
and nights hunting definitions, enlarging 
their vocabularies and studying syno- 
nyms will never write anything that 
will live. It is like hunting for a 
needle in a hay stack to sift their great 
masses of diction in the hope of finding 
a live thought or a graphic phrase. The 
few masters of style in these degener- 
ate days are men who have studied the 
old writers, ignoring the apostles of the 
dictionary period. 

What will become of us when the 
new English dictionary comes to the 
front? The age of jargon will be upon 
us, and language will become the grave 
of thought. ™ 


Altgeld’s Conduct Explained. 

It is probable that Governor Altgeld 
has been misjudged by those who credit 
him with unworthy motives in pardon- 
ing the anarchists. He made a terri- 
ble mistake, and the consequences to 
society may be disastrous. but he is 
neither a knave nor a fool, and his ac- 
tion was the result of a false sentimen- 
talism. 

Altgeld was a judge in Chicago some 
years ago, and the suffering caused by 
the administration of the penal laws 
touched his heart to such an extent that 
he wrote a book on the subject. In 
this book he advocated the abolition of 
grand juries. He said that it would 
be better to have criminal courts al- 
ways in session and try offenders on in- 
formation without any delay. Speaking 
of the persons imprisoned for violating 
city ordinances he said: 

Will these people be any better when they 
regain their liberty? No, for there is noth- 
ing in this treatment that is adapted to make 
them better. Will they be more intelligent 
or better educated? No. Will the idle be 
more industrious? No. Will the industrioug 
be more able to get employment? No; on 
the contrary, this stigma will be in their 
way. Will society extend them a helping 
hand? No. Will there be any Christian door 
open to receive the women and children on 
their return? Scarcely. 

He objected to our system of criminal 
Justice on the ground that it does not 
protect society and does not prevent 
crime neither deterring the young offend- 
er nor reforming the old one. He put 
it in this way: |

An Outrageous Affair. 

The judges whose prompt action sup- 
pressed the white caps in Georgia and 
in Mississippi should find imitators up 
north. 

Il‘or some time past outbreaks of law- 
lessness in New York, Indiana, Ilinois, 
Michigan and Kansas have shocked the 
country, and the authorities have done 
nothing to punish the guilty parties. 
The other night, in Bucks county, Penn- 
sylvania, in a quiet Quaker hamlet, a 
party of masked men visited a cottage 
where a pretty young widow was en- 
tertaining a male visitor and violently 
assaulted the couple. .The man _ was 
brutally beaten and the woman ~ 
carried to the woods, stripped of her 
clothing, whipped and then covered with 
a coat of Japan varnish. The provoca- 
tion was that the woman had refused to 
accept the attentions of certain young 
men in the community because she al- 
ready had a lover. .

There must be a change 
for the better or good citizens will leave 
that section and seek homes in the 
southern states where all well-behaved 
people, rich or poor, native or foreign, 
white or black, receive the protection of 
the law—where even the worst crimi- 
nals, except where they are guilty of 
one exceptionally horrible crime, have 
a fair trial by a jury of their peers. 


Journalism in the Colleges. 

James Gordon Bennett, of The New 
York Herald, in order to encourage 
young men to prepare themselves for 
the profession of journalism, has found- 
ed prizes in six leading northern col- 
leges. 

These prizes will be awarded to stu- 
dents whose essays on subjects of con- 
temporaneous interest on the foreign 
or domestic policy of our government 
receive the approval of the faculty. The

A distinguished American journalist said a 
few years ago that the time must come when 


ley to get news and employ writers like 
Macaulay to prepare it for publication. But 
it is not the purpose of this undertaking to 
secure for journalism young men equipped 
merely to write correctly. 

Good English and an attractive style will 
be important elements in determining the 
merits of an essayist. They are not, howev- 
er, the supreme tests. It is difficult to fix 
any arbitrary standard, and the whole matter 
will be determined by the college faculties.

Journalism is the only profession that has 
fixed no scholastic test to be applied in the 
great colleges and universities and has mark- 
ed no special path to employment. 

The result has been that newspapers were, 
by the force of circumstances, compelled to 
employ many men meagerly equipped for 
responsible and exacting work; half educated 
writers whose manuscripts had to be cor- 
rected and in some cases almost rewritten. 
An insufficient knowledge of history and the 
rudiments of political economy has frequently 
hampered an intelligent man in his attempt 
to grasp and present a good subject. 

The student’s natural newspaper abil- 
ity will also be considered, As our con- 
temporary puts it the discriminating in- 
telligence that selects a timely and ab- 
Sorbing phase of any issue is fully as 
important in journalism as the ability 
to analyze and discuss in terse, clear, 
entertaining English. 

The prizes in each case will be in the 
shape of medals or money not amount- 
ing to more than the interest on $1,000. 

Mr. Bennett’s liberal offer will doubt- 
less produce good results, and while 
college faculties are not the best judges 
of journalistic talent, the great advant- 
age of a course of such training as they 


can impart is apparent, 

Many college men achieve brilliant 
success in the newspaper world, but 
they have to go through a self-educat- 
ing process. It is an excellent thing 
for a young journalist to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of higher education, but he 
must be able to live in touch with the 
people. He must be interested in the 
things that interest the masses, and 
however pure his style may be, it must 
be the clear and vigorous English that 
will be understood and read by the 
people. .

Says The Wilmington Messenger: “Every 
now and then some newspaper or magagine 
takes the vote of some of its constituents as 
to the ten greatest writers and the fun then 
begins. We really have seen nothing more 
ridiculous in a long life in the way of literary 
judgments. The latest was a vote taken 
under the authority of The New York Critic, 
a publication that affects great superiority in 
criticism. The result showed that in the 
opinion of 700 of its readers that the genius 
of this eountry was about centered in the 
New England, and that all the geniuses were 
dead. If we remember results, no southern 
man was appreciated, and not but one living 
northern writer was a favorite.”’ 


The Pekin Gazette has three daily issues. 
It was started in 911. There are six editors, 
so that there is ample reserve in case of 
absence of any of them for government 
reasons. That this is not a needless 
precaution, in view of the strict watch kept 
on the paper, may be understood when it is 
stated that during the 1,008 years or so the 
paper has been in existence seventeen of its 
editors have beeh beheaded.

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HARRY HILL IS OUT. 


He Was Released from dail Last Night 
at 10 O'Clock. 


STOOD HIS BOND. 


HIS AUNT 


He Will Now Enjoy His Liberty Until the 
Fall Term of the Court—The 
Case May Be Settled. 


Last night as the minute hand of the 
clock swung around to 10 o'clock, Harry 
Hill, with a hurried, impatient air, stepped 
out of the Fulton county jail. 

He had been waiting forthe hour to ar- 
rive and it seemed as if the mimutes were 
twice their ordinary leggth. With the 
nerveus, impatient stride of a man who is 
in a great hurry and is anxiously waiting 
for something to happen, he paced up and 
down his cell, and the noise of his feet 
could be distinctly heard throughout the 
building. 

There was a feeling of satisfaction, how- 
ever, that welled up from his heart and 
pervaded his entire being with joy, It was 
the knowledge that he would soon be in- 
haling the atmosphere of old Wilkes, the 
home of Lis boyhood, where he spent his 
innocent days and little dreamed of the 
cloud which was destined to overshadow his 


career. : 
At the hour of 10 o’clock, the time which 


was set for his liberation, the bonds which 
were properly signed, were placed in the 
hands of the officer, with an order to release 


the prisoner. 

Harry Hill was then a free man. 

His aunt, Mrs. Casey, went on his bond, 
which was reduced by Judge Clark to $6,600 
The original amount was $11,000, but after 
taking the matter under advisement it was 
decided that a reduction was necessary. 

The bond, or bonds, were ten 1D number, 
and were for $600 each. They were condi- 
tioned upon the appearance of the prisoner to 
answer to the charges brought against him 
before the next term of the superior court. 

Harry Hill was incareerated on the 7th 
day of last June. He was brought to the 
city at that time by the officer who was dis- 

atched to Chicago for the purpose of bring- 

ug him to the city. His arrival was an 
event of considerable interest, and all of the 
cireumstanees are still fresh in the public 


mind. 

During his incarceration he has made the 
best of his situation, and has at times 
chatted gayly with the prisoners. A great 
hand for telling stories, he bas amused his 
associates in the jail by his long yarns, and 
his own laughter has been heard above that 
of the others. 

His absence will be af great loss to the 
prisoners, who enjoyed his good company 
and who found him an excellent companion. 
No one. however. will feel it more than 
Lewis Redwine, with whom he associated 
most of the time and whose pec y 
made him feel more socially inclined than 
when thrown in contact with the other 

risoners. 

. As soon as he was liberated last night be 
paid his respects to his late compan‘ons in 
trouble and gave them to understand that 
he would think of them during his absence. 
Without any deep regret and with feelings 
of only faint sadness, which were overshad- 
owed by the joy he felt in his new found 
freedom, he extended his hand to the jailer 
with his acknowledgement of the courtesies 
extended him during his incarceration, and 
with that he left the building and was soon 
enveloped in the gloom. 

He made his way to the union 
depot, and a few minutes after 11 o’clock 
boarded the train for his old home. A few 
of his friends were at the carshed to see 
him off and to extend their congratulations. 

He seemed to be in bouyant spirits, and, 
in spite of his incarceration of twenty-eight 
days, looked as well as he ever did in his

What Senator Hill Wrote.

of the whole country, rather than” #1) pr- 
ticular section, is the wise policy which the 
nation needs. The unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman act, against the enactment of 
which, to their credit be it said, a demo- 
cratic congress voted, is the first essential) 
step in the right direction. Such repea! is 
necessary to lay the foundation for the en- 
actment of that legislation or the inauguration 
of that international cuncurrence which shall 
eventually lead the way to the goal of that 
free bimetallic coinage to which both of the 
great political parties are solemniy com- 
mitted. 

We pledged the people that, if able, we 
wo6tld revise the tariff by the reduetion of 
duties to a revenue basis: that we would 
repeal the Sherman act. which _is a menace 
to all the business interests of the country; 
thet we would establish’ and maintain a 
sound and stable financial system, and that 
we would honestly and economically adminis- 
ter the affairs of the.people.

A Compliment to Judge Haight. 

Judge Will Haight, who was a mémber 
of the board for several years and who will 
leave in a few weeks for the far west to 
resume the practice of law in Arizona, 
Was complimented by the board yesterday 
afternoon in a most appreciative way. 

The compliment was in the shape of a 
set of resolutions offered by Professor W. 
M. Slaton, who was for a long time the 
colleague of Judge Haight, and the resolu- 
tions were adopted by a rising vote of 
the board. 

Here is the resolution as offered by Pro- 
fessor Slaton: 

Whereas, Judge Will Haight, a former mem.

Several suggestions as to the character 
of the entertainment were made and the 
matter was pleasantly discussed among 
the members, with no small amount of en- 
thusiasm. No directions were given, how- 
ever, and the details of the celebration 
were left with the committee on entertain- 
ment. 

It Will Soon Be Finished. 


The new building, on Marietta street, 
which will shortly be occupied by the as- 
sociation, is rapidly nearing completion. 

It will be a beautiful home, and as such 
it will. prove an _ attractive place to the 
fairer portion of the library’s membership. 
In view of the change of locality several 
names have been added to the roll, and a 
large percentage of these are ladies. 

The situation of the new building, which 
is dtrectly across the street from the First 
Methodist church, is better adapted and in 
every way more convenient for the pur- 
poses of the library than the present lo- 
cation on Decatur street. 

The interior finish of the building and 
the general arrangement of the alcoves 
will make a charming picture and the best 
of taste will be displayed in the effort to 
make everything homelike and pleasant. 

When the removal is made and the doors 
of the new building are thrown open to 
the public, it-will be a revelation to those 
who have not observed the progress of the 
work.

DOINGS OF A DAY. 


Several Arrests Were Made by the Officers. 
No Big Crimes Were Committed. 

The declaration was celebrated fn the 
usual manner yesterday, and by the time 
the sun went down in the afternoon, the 
station house Was crowded with the advo- 
eates of rum and liberty. 

It was a busy day with the blue coats, 
and from the time the red lemonade com- 
menced to flow, the stream of the day’s 
doings was tributary to the station house. 
There were no crimes committed of the 
darker hue, however, and nothing redder 
than the mixture which was retailed at 
5 cents a tumbler, was visible at any time 
during the day. 

This is a good record, and if Atlanta— 
or rather, ber company—behaves as well on 
every Fourth of July as she did yesterday, 
there will be no reason for complaint. 

It Was a Big Crowd. 


The usual crowd of negroes was in the 
city and the number, if anything, was 
larger than it was last year. It seems that 
the popularity of Atlanta, for the. darkies 
of the neighboring counties to celebrate 
on the Fourth of July, is growing every 
year. At any rate the streets were dark 
with the visitors yesterday, and it seemed 
as if twilight had settled upon the city at 
a most unusual hour of the day. 

Every train that entered the depot—and 
they began to arrive as early as 6 o’clock— 
brought with it a living cargo, and long be- 
fore the breakfast hour the street mer- 
chants were raking in the hard earned re- 
sults of the year’s perspiration. 

Nobody Was Killed. 


The failure of the day to disclose any 
serious developments in the way of kill- 
ing or a big row on the streets, is due to 
the vigilance of the police officials. 

Every precaution was taken in rhis re- 
spect, and nothing was left undone that 
prudence could recommend. 

The chief of police issued orders the night 
before to the effect that all of the officers 
should be on extra duty during the day. 

Several, However, Were Arrested. 


There was a great many arrests made 
during the d@y, but all of them were for 
getting drunk and disorderly conduct on 
the street. 

Ninety per cent of the arrests were ne- 
groes. This was natural in view of the 
fact that the day in the city, as in other 
parts of the south, was given over the 
“fourteenth amendment.” 

By night the station house was crowded 
with. these petty offenders to its utmost ca- 
pacity. Every cell was occupied, and 
among the number were several negro wo- 
men. These. too, were charged with being 
drunk and disorderly conduct. 

In view of the faet that Atlanta has had 
such a bad year of it, it was thought by a 
great many that the Fourth of July would 
bring about some startling disclosures, and 
that several additional sensations would 
be added to ter chapter of crime and 
casualty.

Yesterday at the Stockade Farm. 


THE MEMBERS OF COUNCIL GO OUT, 


And Are Accompanied by the City Hall 
Officials — The Good Things Were 
Preparedin a Tempting Manner. 


The city hall wore a deserted air yes- 
terday. 

And after the noon hour the building was 
really tennatless for the time being. 

During the morning, most of the offices 
were open and business was transacted 
notwithstanding the fact that it was a 
legal holiday, but when the clock tolled 
the noon hour, every oftice door was drawn 
to and the occupants vanished for the rest 
of the day. 

Even the janitor could not be found an 
hour after noon. 

I’requent calls were made for licenses 
during the morning and these the clerk 
and his force were ready and willing to is- 
sue. The wuterworks department had some 
callers too, and these were given the same 
attention they would have received had it 
not been a legal holiday. The comptroller’s 
desk was graced with the usual amount of 
work and this was handled, too, while the 
assessors went on with their books as 
though no declaration of independence had 
ever been written. 

But through all the work, the men were 
restless and anxious. They all wanted 
to get out and be among those who were 
on the streets, not that they wanted to 
pass the time upon the streets, but that 
they wanted to prepare themselves for the 
good treat which was in store for them. 
That treat was a big, old-time barbecue at 
the stockade farm which had been arranged 
by Commissioner of Public Works fVylie. 
The stockade farm is one of the prides 
of Captain Wylie. It is one of the neat- 
est aud best farms in the state and upon 
it the captain grinds out all the hog and 
hominy the prisoners dispose of in a year. 
For several days past, the captain has 
been preparing a grand barbecue for the 
mayor and the members of the general 
council, and when that body met Monday, 
an invitation was sent in and read. The 
general counicl by ‘a rising vote decided 
to accept the invitation for themselves and 
the city hall occupants. 

The spread was announced’ for 1:30 

o'clock and by noon many of the members 
of the general council were on their way 
to the grounds. 
At the stockade farm howse the ar- 
rivals were met by Captain Ed Cox and 
Captain Wylie, and were entertained until 
the entire party had arrived. Then they 
were shown over the place and were given 
an opportunity to see the condition of the 
farm. The stables where the live, stock 
were being shaded and the meadows in 
which many of the horses and mules were 
browsing were visited, and carefully in- 
spected. The machinery and implements 
were observed and the supply of stuff on 
hand looked at. The store rooms were well 
stocked with the good things which the farm 
had grown and everything satisfied the 
members of the general council that Cap- 
tain Wylie was a good farmer. The build- 
ings were all found to be in the neatest 
and best condition while the prison build- 
ings were as perfect and complete as it 
would be possible to make them. 

At half past one o’clock the visitors were 
led by COaptain Wylie to one of the most 
delightful groves in the state, a short dis- 
tance, too, from the farm house where one 
of the finest barbecued dinners ever spread 
was laid out. It was one of the most 
tempting meals any of those present ever 
faced, and the aroma which came from 
the table raised the appetite of all. The 
tubles were nicely arranged and were load- 
ed with good things. All kinds of meats 
were there and every piece of the meat was 
ratsed on the farm. Salads and everything 
else of the kind were there in abundance. 
Sweet milk, butter milk, and butter from 
the dairy on the farm were served in abun- 
dance while the bread itself was made from 
wheat and corn raised on the farm. 

The cool breezes and the pleasant shade 
made the meal more tempting and inviting 
than if it had been served under roof, and 
those around the table enjoyed it to their 
hearts’ content. Around the table were 
all the members of the council except Mr. 
Beneau and Mayor Goodwin. Marshal Loyd 
was not there, but Mr. Ed. McCand- 
less, who will succeed him as mar- 
shal today, was on hand. Mr. Tom Clayton, 
the newly elected city sexton, was present 
and for the first time a member of the 
official family, enjoyed himself as_ those 
around him did. Dr. D’Alvigny, who will 
retire from the office teday and be succeed- 
ed by Mr. Clayton, was om hand, and he 
and Mr. Clayton shook hands over the bat- 
tle they had just fought. 

As the good barbecued meats were being 
served and disposed of the gentlemen dis- 
cussed the election of Monday and recount- 
«| some interesting electioneering that had 
been done during the campaign. The mar- 
shal’s race was the topic inviting the most 
discussion. No one could recall the day 
when Atlanta had an election which lasted 
so long and which was apparently so mn- 
certain up to the last as this one. Mr. 
McCandless was complimented upon the 
remarkably good race he made and his two 
friends, who never left him from the first 
to last, were endeared to all. 

The party did not leave the stockade farm 
until late in the afternoon, and then not 
until. fhey had voted Captain Wylie and his 
assistants hearty thanks. _

How reuch does it cost a person to go 
to the world’s fair and spend a week, 
everything included, counting railroad fare, 
hotel bills, entrance fees, ete. 

Mr. Charles BE. Harman, general pas- 
senger agent of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, has been studying up the matter, 
and’ gives the benefit of his researches to 
the public. 

“You may quote me as saying,” said he, 
“that the trip can be made, everything m- 
cluded, by a person who i8 not extrava- 
gantly disposed, for $60, and I know a 
gentleman who went from Atlanta with 
his wife, stayed five days in Chicago and 


Atlanta, being out only $80 for the trip 
for the two.” 

“You certainly must mean, then, that for 
a man to make the round trip for that 
amount he must get excursion rates?” 

“I meant nothing of the kind,” said Mr. 
Harman. “That is just what 1 would 
have them avoid, because by going in that 
manner they are not only crowded but lose 
control of their movements, and after all 
pay $15 or $20 more for no better accom- 
modations than they could get if they went 
alone with the privilege of going just when 
and where they please.” 

“How do you figure that a man can make 
the trip for $60, including all expenses?” 

“It is very simple, and the figures speak 
for themselves. FT irst, there is the rail- 
road fare, the cost of the round trip being 
$31.40—sleeping car fare each way, $4-00, 
making $9. he» Western and Atlantic 
railroad will take pleasure in referring 
any of its patrons to some of the best 
hotels, boarding houses and restaurants in 
Chicago, where the guaranteed cost of 
board and lodging is $2.50 per day. Even 
put the cost of eating and sleeping at $5 
a day, for five days, that makes $15. 

“Then there are five entrance fees to the 
expogition, making $2.50. Allow $2 for 
baggage and incidentals, and you have an 
aggregate for the entire week’s trip from 
Atlanta to Chicago and return, including 
every actual expense for $59.90. If a pas- 
senger does not care for a sleeper, and 
there are elegant coaches running the 
through trip, he can save $9 in that way. 
Then it is an easy matter to get board at 
a private house for $2 a day. This, at the 
expense estimated above, makes a saving 
of another $5, reducing the cost of the 
whole week’s trip, including everything, to 
45.90. 


‘Do you propose to run any $75 excur- 
sions over your line?” 

“No, we don’t. What is the use of us 
endeavoring to make $15 of $20 more than 
Wwe are in reason entitled to, and we cer- 
tainly do not propose to farm out profits 
to outside parties, to make $15 or $20 on 
each passenger? fF or instance, I notice 


-~j° that an excursion is now being advertised 


where the profits to the parties who are 
running it will be from $15 to $20 on 
every passenger. Of course this is a Snap 
on the public, and as the advertising does 
not cost anything, it can be made a hand- 
some investment, if the public steps on the 
syrup spread for it. 

“Such an excursion arrangement reminds 
me of a story told in Atlanta years ago on 
McP., who was a passenger agent at 
that time here, McP. undertook to have 
a moonlight picnic at Stone Mountain, 
and got up a most gorgeous bill announc- 
ing it, and after speaking of the proposed 
enjoyments:of the oecasion in the most 
elaborate terms, he announced in a_post- 
script: “There will be some nice people at 
this picnic.’ Excursions are always enjoy- 
able, especially if crowded, but the pleas- 
ure and comfort one gets ont of them can- 
not be compared to a whole berth in-a Pull- 
man sleepilg car on a yelvet yestibul® train 
which runs through solid from Atlanta to 
Chicago without change. 

“| know that one of these proposed ex- 
cursions has secured the transportation 
committee of the Southern Educational As- 
sociation to Louisville. It would be right 
interesting reading if the story of how they 
were secured was told, and ] may tell you 
about it some day. 

“ were running a_ similar ex- 
ecursion and had a_ prospect of $15 
or $20 profit on each passenger I would 
willingly give free transportation, board, 
lodging, etc., to secure the influence which 
the names of such prominent gentlemen as 
the transportation committee of the South- 
ern Educational Association would naturally 
bring to the excursion project. 

“If it was not against the rules and reg- 
ulations of our management, and was not 
directly in conflict with the good manage- 
ment of any first-class railroad to farm out 
its business to third parties, instead of hav- 
ing it conducted by its passenger depart- 
ment; I would just like to run one person- 
ally conducted excursion to Chicago to show 
that the whole week, including every ex- 
pense from the time a man gets on the train 
in Atlanta until he gets out on his return 
could be made with the utmost ease for not 
over 36 
*“The Western and Atlantic railroad is 
now the only line between Atlanta and Chi- 
cago which is running 8 train through with- 
out change. Other lines are advertising 
through trains between Atlanta and Chi- 
cago. But the fact is the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Lopis railway are the only 
lines from Atlanta which are running 
through trains from Atlanta to Chicago 
without change.

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The State Bar Association Convenes in 
That City Today. 


JUDGE BLECKLEY MAKES AN ADDRESS. 


There Will Bea Number of Interesting 
Addresses—The Present Officers 
of the Association, 


The State Bar Association will meet in 
tenth annual convention today in Rome, 
aud there is a likelihood that there will be 
some important business transacted. 

The meeting will be called to order by 
President Washington Dessau, of Macon, 
who will make the opening address of the 
occasion. Some of the first business to be 
considered will be the reports of the va- 
rious committees appointed at the last meet- 
ing to look into certain questions, several 
of which are of vital importance to the bar.

FROM FULTON JAIL 


Miss Julia Force Went Yesterday to the 
Milledgeville Asylum. 


At 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon Miss 
Julia Force, aecompanied by Jailer Corri- 
gan and her faithful friend and relative, 
Mrs. Benjamin Conley, left Fulton county 
jail for the Milledgeville asylum. 

Miss Force showed the least bit of re- 
luctance—not a word did she utter—in leav- 
ing the place that for so many days has 
shielded her from the sight of the curious 
many who would have taken a delight in 
gazing upon her on account of the awful 
deed which was committed by her in a mo- 
ment of irresponsibility. 

Jailer Corrigan not only accompanied 
Miss Force to the train, but by her special 
request will go all the way to the asylum. 
Dr. J. C. Olmsted joined the jailer and his 
charge at the depot, where he arrived just 
in time to board the Nancy Hanks as she 
was pulling out. He goes by the request 
of the family of Miss Force, as he has 
been a friend to the family for years. 

Miss Force made her preparations for the 
sad trip at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing, and when the jailer asked if she was 
ready to go, she arose and answered that 
she was, leaving the room and standing 
just outside of the door as if awaiting his 
further instructions. Mrs. Conley was at 
the jail and the three left there in a car- 
riage together.. Miss JiWia Force was at- 
tired in the same dress that she wore dur- 
ing the proceedings in the criminal court, 
and even her headwear was unchanged. 

Over her hat, head and face she wore 
the same dark brown veil that so complete- 
ly hid her features during the trial for mur- 
der. The dress was a claret color, or me- 
dium brown, and appeared a little ungainly 
as Miss Force has apparently grown thin- 
ner since her stay in jail, undergoing the 
terrible suspense surrounding the finding of 
the verdict of not guilty. In fact, the 
strain must have been supreme if her feel- 
ings were in accordance with the declara- 
tion made by herself to the effect that she 
was not insane; and she still says that she 
is sane. The assumption that at the time 
of the killing she was a monomaniac would 
have ‘no Téssening effect upon the state of 
her feelings during-the trial, especially 
where a woman of her ability and mind is 


concerned.

A Bimetallic Convention to Be Held in 
Chicago Next Month. 


CALL FROM NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS 


Setting Forth Reasons Why Silver 
Men Should Be Alert. 


A TALK WITH GENERAL WARNER. 


Why the Convention Was Called to Meet 
in Chicago Instead of at the 
National Capital. 


Washington. July +.—The following call 
for a national convention of the American 
Bimetallic League was issued from na- 
tional headquarters of the league this af- 
terhvon: 

Sun Bullding, Washington, July 4.—The re- 
cent culmination of events of the greatest mo- 
ment to the people of this country calis for 
wise counsel and determined action on the 
part of all patriotic citizens. A concerted 
purpose is manifest to seize upon the 
present opportunity to destroy silver as money 
and to establish fluaily and forever the single 
gold standard, and at one stroke to chahge 
all debts to gold debts with a never-cuding 
rise of gold and fall of price, A financial dis- 
turbance, largely artificial and needless, has 
been created as ‘‘an object lesson,’’ and false- 
ly attributed to the present silver law in or- 
der, out of it, to create a manifestation of 
public sentiment, under cover of which the 
greater crime of overthrowing the money of 
the constitution and establishing the single 
gold standard, may be consummuted. As a 
part of the same g@feat conspiracy the mints 
of India have been closed and the shock is felt 
around the world. Congress has been called 
to meet in extra session on August 7th. If, 
at this session, the money standard of the 
constitution is overthrown and the single 
gold standard is finally established, to be ex- 
tended over the worid, an economic revolu- 
tion will have been inaugurated more disas- 
trous to the welfare of mankind and especially 
to the produciug an laboring classes than any 
in the history of the world. 

In view, therefore, of the threatened condi- 
tions that have arisen and in answer to nu- 
inerous appeals for action, the execuive com- 
mittee of the American Bimetallic League has 
deemed it proper to call a national couvention 
to be held at Chicago beginning August Ist, 
und to continue as long as the convention may 
direct. 

All the members of the league are urged to 
attend, and all who are in favor of maintain- 
ing the money of the constitution and opposed 
to the establishment of the single standard in 
the United States without regard to party, 
are invited to attend and particiate in the de- 
hberations of the convention.

fseneral Warner Interviewed. 

General Warner made the following 
Statement this afternoon: 

“A thorough poll of the slicer forces 
establishes the fact that the Sherman law 
cannot be repealed without a _ substitute 
which will be satisfactory to the silverites. 
This canvass of strength has been in prog- 
ress since the day after the issuance of the 
president’s proclamation. It has been push- 
ed actively by means of personal consul- 
tation, wail and telegraphic communica- 
tations. When the canvass was begun, the 
first effect of the anti-silver blow was sfill 
felt and there was a manifest fear on the 
part of the silver men that the Sherman 
law would be repealed. Gradually 
this fear gave way to hope, and in turn, 
this has been supplemented by defiance.” 

This statement of General Warner re- 
flects the sentiments of the free silver men 
‘here, and there can be no doubt that with- 
in the past twenty-four hours they have 
gained renewed confidence in the belief that 
the Sherman act cannot be repealed with- 
out giving the silverites something equally 
as good or better. Their hope is in the 
senate, and: the reasons for their faith, 
they express as follows: 

ts 

In,that body there are men who rep- 

resent the very Ife or death of the white 
metal; men who are able and earnest and 
who boldly announce they will never give 
up the Sherman law unless they can be 
ecencilated with a measure that is more 
friendly to silver. With the determin: 
ation of such men, it must be plain to re- 
peal the law will be a difficult matter. 
One method might prevail=the adoption 
of the cloture in the upper chamber. The 
gold men have already thrown out this 
threat, but the silverites meet it boldly. 
Over such a proposition there could be 
nothing but the most determined strug- 
gle. In this connection, the fromer  fighé, 
when an effort was made to introduce the 
cloture at the same time the force bill was 
trying to be forced fhrough by republicans, 
becomes of greater importance. The dem- 
ocrats were in a delicate position and they 
finally enlisted the services of the free 
silver men on their behalf on what was 
- understood to have been an offensive and 
defensive alliance. Through the efforts of 
these men, the force hill was defeated. 
Among those who aided the southern 
democrats most successfully were Senator 
Stewart. of Nevada. Now the time has 
apparently arrived for the silver men to 
cull upon theiy former allies to fulfill the 
pledges and it is reasonable to expect that 
they will do so. With such a combina- 
tion, the adoption of a cloture in the sé@n- 
ate would seem inrpossible and withont 
the cloture, it would appear that any. ef- 
fort to repeal the Sherman law without 
Accompanying Substitute measures. wonld 
be a hard task, as the plan of talking the 
proposed legislation to death has been suc- 
cessfully accomplished. |

THE MESSAGE. 


Speculation Over What the President Will 
fay to Congress. 

Washington, July 4.—(Special.)—There 
will be a message from the president to con- 
gress when it convenes, but it is expected 
that the document will deal almost exclu- 
sively with the financial questions that have 
assumed a phase requiring congressional 
treatment. Its general seope has igen 
briefily indicated in the president’s procla- 
mation. 

Asto Judze Newman's Decision.

Secretary Carlisle has in contemplation 
a plan to refer to the Fairchild commis- 
sion, now investigating the New York cus- 
tom house, what are known as the “hat 
trimmings cases” for adjustment, 

Under a decision of the United States 
supreme court these cases were decided 
against the United States and it was di- 
rected that the excess of duties paid by im- 
porters on the classification be refunded 
to them. Estimates of the amounts to be 
refunded yary from $8,000,000 to $8,00U,- 
000. ‘The process of determining the ex- 
cess due on each invoice is a tedious and 
exacting one, and will require the most 
searching inquiry. It will be fully three 
yeurs before all the cases can be adjusted. 
The matter has not been fully determined, 
but Secretary Carlisle is favorably disposed 
toward the plan, which has also the sanc- 
tion of Assistant Secretary Hamlin. 

Annual Estimates Geiag Prepared. 

The fact that within a short time the 
various departments of the government wiil 
begin the preparation of the annual esti- 
mates gives rise to the belief that the extra 
session of congress will not only deal with 
financial questions, but will consider, per- 
haps, aud act upon the appropriation bills 
as well, At any rate the estimates will be 
hurried along so that congress may be 
prepared to deal with the appropriation 
bills if it sees fit soon after the session be- 
gius and the committees are appointed. 

A Quiet Fourth. 

The celebration of the Fourth of July 
at the national capitol opened with relig- 
jous services at Ephimany church, con- 
ducted by Rey. Dr. McKim, in the pres- 
ence of the Sons of the Revolution and 
others.

VICTIMS TO THE LAW. 


A Negro Crazed by Drink or Lack of It 
Takes His Life. 

Charleston, 8S. C., July 4.—(Special.)— 
Butler Black, a negro about forty years old, 
was found dead in the barn adjoining Henry 
Fishhelt’s store this morning. He had com- 
mitted suicide and all the indications attend- 
ing the affair seem to point to the fact that 
Black is the first victim ef the new liquor law. 

Biack was missed this morning. A search 
fonnd him standing upright on the floor with 
a rope around his neck and attached to a 
rafter of the building. His feet were resting 
on the ground. 

He had been drinking up to midnight on the 
30th of June, when the liquor law went into 
effect, and had laid in enough liquor to last 
him through Saturday night. It is thought 
that the want of more liquor had crazed him, 
and being unable to get it, not having the 
pass word to the blind tigers, which have 
taken the place of the barrooms, he hung him- 
self. 


Another Would-Be Victim. 

Tonight another victim of the state liquor 
law attempted to commit suicide by jumping 
off the pier head into the river. He gave the 
name of G. W. Perrin: said he wags a native 
of the upper part of this state and had been 
here about sixty days. When the barrooms 
were closed by the state on Friday he did 
not have money enough to lay in a stock of 
liquors like his feilow citizens, and not: having 
the pass word into the blind tigers, became 
despondent for want of liquor and attempted 
to end his life. He was saved by a negro 
who saw him take his leap.

| DEAD IN HEAPS. 


Another One of Those Mine Horrors, 
This Time in England, 


ONE HUNDRED AND TEN. LIVES LOST 


Heartrending Scenes About the 
Mouth of the Pit. 


OPENING OF THE GERMAN REICHSTAG 


The Emperor’s Speech, in Which He Al- 
ludes to the Defeat of ‘he Army 
Bill—Other Foreign News, 


London, July 4.—At Thornhill, York- 
shire, an explosion occurred today. One 
hundred and thirty miners. are entombed 
and the loss of life, it is feared, will be 
heavy. Four bodies have already been 
brought out. Pitiful scenes of distress and 
anxiety prevail about the mine. 

The day shift went to work as usual 
early this morning. The ventilation was 
reported to be good. All went well until 
the workers at the pit mouth were startled 
by a muted explosion and by clouds of 
dense smoke rolling up the main shaft. 
They tried to communicate with the work- 
ingmen, but found that the interior had 
been cut off from the shaft./ The pit man- 
agers organized an exploring party and de- 
scended slowly through the smoke. They 
were driven back repeatedly and eventu- 
ally gave up their purpose of operation be- 
fore the foul gas should be cleared away. 

After taking away the bodies found at 
the bottom of the shaft the. rescue party 
waited for several hours before making 
another descent. About the middle of the 
evening they went down again. The gas 
had cleared off near the shaft, and the work- 
men could examine part of the works. The 
bodies of the dead men lay in heaps. 'They 
were sent to the surface as fast as possible. 
Unremitting efforts are being made to reach 
the few remaining miners still possibly 
alive. ° 

About 110 are: supposed to have been 
killed. Between 10 and 11 o’clock so mueh 
gas accumulated in the mine that it was 
necessary to stop the work of rescue. The 
men and beys missing number 145. ‘The 
dead body of the under manager, badly 
burned, was found in the mine near the 
shaft.

BARRICADING THE STREETS, 


Paris Seems to Be at the Mercy of the Riot- 
ous Students. 

Paris, July 4.—Riotous demonstrations 
were made by students today at St. Ger- 
main de Prese and in the Rue Jacob, near 
the Hospital de la Charite. The police were 
Kveutually 
a large detachment of cavalry changed.eud 
seattered the students. 

The disorder in the streets increases hour- 
ly. The whole district bounded by the 


‘ Boulevard St. Germain, the river and the 


Rue de Seine is in aw uproar. Students, with 
crowds of roughs, fill the open spaces. Om- 
nibuses and tram cars are stopped by the 
mobs, the passengers are turned out § and 
the vehicles are upset. On the Boulevard 
St. Germain, Quai Voltaire and the Rue St. 
Peters traffic has been barricaded. Pedes- 
trians are stopped and maltreated. The 
Dharite hospital has been surrounded with 
bulwarks to keep off the students who 
threatened to attack. the building. The 
minister of public works, the marine de- 
partment and the Ecole des Baux arts are 
guarded by wmilitary. Skirmishing is re- 
ported intermittently from the Rue Jaob, 
the Voltaire Quai and the Place de St. Ger- 
main. The students are trying also to re 
peat the scenes of las: night in the neigh- 
borhood of the palais de justice and per- 
fecture de police. 

A mob assembled at the Palais St. Michael 
and tried to rush over the brige to the 
boulevard du Palais, wich runs between 
the two buildings. They were met and 
driven back by a body of cavalry. They 
retreated fighting down the Boulevard St. 
Michael. Many students were trampled or 
cut and several cavalrymen were wounded 
by flying stones. 

At 10:30 o'clock the students -have pos- 
session of a dozen. streets between. the 
Boulevard St. Germaim and the Seine. In- 
fantry and cavalry are on hand, however, 
to restrain them from breaking into the 
publicbu ildings. 

Upsetting Vehicles. 

At 11:30 o’clock all the territory between 
the Rue des Petros and the College de 
France, two blocks east of the Boulevard 
St. Michael, is in full riot. Troops of cav- 
alry and squads of police are stationed in 
every street. The students hold their 
ground. They are stopping and upsetting 
all vehicles. Seores of carts and carriages 
have been set on fire. Many students are 
using revolvers. The mob in front of the 
Charite hospital has Deem charged repeat- 
edly by the police, but fight back and will 
not disperse. Their allies in the windows of 
the buildings near the hospital have been 
pelting the police with creckery and furni- 
ture and cotton wool saturated with carbol- 
ic acid. Many policemen have been injured. 
The cuirassiers have not as yet interfered. 

The critical situation is complicated by 
the demexstrations of the woerkingmen. 
Three thousand of them Inet today in the 
working exchange and decided to remain in 
it and resist the authorities in their 
threats to close them out. Fifteen hundred 
workingmen are marching, eight abresst, 
through the disturbed district. It is report- 
ed that Nuger’s body will be sent to Lyons 
tonight an opportunity may be given for 
a demonstration at the funeral. Students 
are walking to the railway to thwart these 
plans. The keenest anxiety is é¢verywhere 
apparent. Genera] Saussiere, militaty gov- 
ernor of Paris, has prepared the garrison 
for the worst. 

Later the mobs piled up the carriages and 
carts which they had seized to barricade the 
streets. All the shops between the Rue des 
Petros and the College de France were 
closed early in the evening. The names of 
twenty men severely injured in the riots 
of the night have been repotted. Twelre 
of the injured are in hospitals. 

M. Loze, prefect of police, tendered his 
resignation to the government yesterday, 
but the government declined to accept it 
until after the resolution of order. 

At 1 o'clock the reports from the Latin 
quarter said most of the windows were 
broken, the lamp posts were lying across 
the streets and broken furniture and half 
smashed vehicles lay strewn over the pave- 
ments. <A police brigadier is stid to have

OPENING OF THE REICHSTAG. 


Speech of the Emperor—Allusion to the 
Defeated Army Bill. 

Berlin, July 4.—The reichstag was open- 
ed today by Emperor William in person. 
At noon the castle guards marthed into 
the white saloon, which occupies the south- 
eastern corner of the royal palace, and took 
posifion about the dias fim which his ma:- 
jesty was to read his speech. Following the 
guards came the members of the bondes- 
rath and the representatives of the indi- 
vidual states composing the German em- 
pire. After them came the ministers ot 
state and the members of the reichstag. 
Wren all had taken the positions as- 
‘signed to them, the prince of Pless, grand 
marshal of the court, announced the 
approach of the emperor by knocking upon 
the floor with his staff of office. 

The emperor attired in full artillery 
uniform, entered the saloon and proceeded 
directly to the dias, which was erected 
to the right of the press gallery. Bowing 
low, Chancellor Gaprivi handed the manu- 
script of the imperial: speech to the em- 
peror. 


The Emperor's Speech. 

Holding himself erect, his majesty, in a 
firm and clear voice, read as follows: 
, Honored Gentlemen—Since you have been 
falled in common work for the federal govern- 
ment, I desire to welcome you upon entering 
upon your deliberations. A bill concerning ile 
peace footing of the army, which was sub- 


mitted to the former reichstag, to my regret, 


ext not tind approval. It was the unanimous 
convictions, shared by all my high confeder- 
ates, that the empire could no longer afford 
to renounce the development of the army sys- 
tem necessary to guarantee the future safety 
of the empire. 
of military institutions, the rejection of the 
army bill was bound to lead to the resolution 
to dissolve the reichstag and order new elec- 
tions. 

Since the first intreduction of the bill the 
political situation in Europe has experienced 
no change. The relations of the empire with 
the other powers are thoroughly friendly and 
free from all Clouds. The proportion of CGer- 
many’s organized military strength has, how- 
ever, changed for the worse during the past 
year when compared with that of our neigh- 
bors. If uiready Germany's geographical 
position and historical development lay upon 
us, the duty. to maintain a relatively strong 
army, then a further increase in the military 
strength of the empire becomes a forcible 
necessity to satisfy the duties laid upon me 
by the constitution. I considet that all the 
means at our disposal. must be utilized in 
order to establish an effective defense of the 
fatherland. 

You will receive immediately a new bill re- 
garding the peace-footing of the army in 
which Shere will be takew into account, as 
adr a8 possible, certain désires expressed dur- 
jig the discussion of the late bill. Conse 
quently diminished demands: are made upon 
the personal capaeities and taxbearing power 
of the poor, as far as possible without 
endangering the efficiency of the army. The 
empire interest requires, especially, in view 
of the end of the septennate next spring. 
that the bill be passed with the utmost dis- 
patch, so that the new recrujt calls may be 
meade in the autumn on the new basis. De- 
Iny would influence most unfavorably our 
strength for more than twenty vears. With 
n view to enabling you to give undivided action 
to the discussion of the bill, the government 
will not in the meantime intreduce any other 
measures. [and my high confederates remain 
convinced that the means of the new organiza- 
tion ean be procured without overburdentng 
the country, on the basis of the financial bill 
introdveed in the reichstag last autumn. 

At the opening of the winter session a bill 
will be presented directed to obtaining means 
according to the capability of the taxpayers. 
Tnt!l then the increased costs will be covered 
by the federated states through matriculation 
parments. 

Gentlemen,- with great sacrifices Germany 
has been united in one empire. The nation 
honors most those who staked their blood and 
property on this work. whicb led the father- 
land to prosperity. To safegnard the glori- 
ons aehievements with which God has blessed 
in our battle for independence is our most 
sacred duty. This dutv we can only fulfill 
if we meke ourselves strong enough to remain 
surely for Furope’s peace. I. trust you will 
not fail to give me and my confederates your 
patriotic searifice and willing support in 
striving for these aims. 

With Hearty Cheers. 

The emperor’s reference to the duty of 
the members of the reichstag to preserve 
and guard that which the nation has won, 
was greeted with hearty cheers. When 
the emperor had concluded his written 
speech, loud and prolonged applause greeted 
him. His majesty stood waiting. for quiet 
to be restored, and when he could be heard 
he added a few improvised remarks, say- 
ing: 

“Now then, go. ‘The God above looks 
over you and will lend you His blessing 
to complete this honest work for the bene- 
fit of the fartherland, Amen.”’ 

The Bavarian minister called fos three 
cheers for the emperor, and they were given 
with a harty good will. The uniform worn 
by the emperor was that of the gorde du 
corps. The members of the social demo- 
crat and radical people’s parties and some 
of the anti-semites, were not present at 
the ceremony of the opening of the house. 
Most of the members of the center of Cath- 
olic party were present, and there was a 
full attendance of the government groups. 


TWENTY-SIX LIVES LOST 


By the Explosion of the Boilers of a Steamer 
on the Volga. 


St. Petersburg, July 4—The steamer 
Alfons, a boat employed in the river trade 
on the. Volga, was today approachi Ro- 
manov, when her boilers exploded, Filling 
twenty-six of the passengers. Among the 
dead are General Petrushewski. The ex- 
plosion tore the upper part of the steamer 
to pieces and the burning coals that were 
blown from the furnaces set fire to the 
wreck. The boat burned to the water's 
edge and then sank. 


LIVELY LADDIES. 


One Hundred and Fifty-Five Fire Alarms in 
Chicago Yesterday. 


Chicago, July 4.—Aside from the celebration 
at the world's fair grounds this was the live- 
liest Fourth of July Chiengo has had for many 
years.

HOISTING “OLD GLORY” ON THE POLE, 


The Flag Cheered by All Nationslt es as It 
Waved, but Columbia Liberty 
Bell Was Not There. 


Chicago, July 4.—It is fitting that the 
Fourth of July, the national day of the 
nation’s independence, should witness the 
largest attendance of the season at the 
world’s Columbian exposition. Although 
the official returns are not yet in, the of- 
ficiais do not hesitate to declare that to- 
day’s attendance will not fall short of 
250,000. Every railroad running into Chi- 
cago gaye a special Fourth of July rate 
today, and the closing of commercial houses 
in the city enabled the working and bus- 
iness people of Chicago to sweil the throngs 
until the aggregate became greater than 
that of any previous day’s attendance. The 
weather was alternately fair and threat- 
ening, and just as the hour of 12 o'clock 
arrived, slight showers broke over the as- 
semblage and caused a hasty upraising of 
umbreilas. 

Good taste was displayed by the exposi- 
tion officials in the brevity of the pro- 
gramme, the entire exercises of speech and 
song consuming but little over an hour. 
The stand was erected on the east side of 
the terminal space, and the space between 
the structures and the administration build- 
ing was packed with humanity a half 
hour before the beginning of the ceremonies. 
The crowd was a good natured, jolly one 
and everybody seemed bent on an appro- 
priate observance of the Fourth. The 
weather, after 2 o’clock in the afternoon, 
was clear and bright. The majority of the 
Visitors arrived in the forenoon, most of 
the excursion traing entering the grounds 
not later than 9 or 10 o’clock. As usual, 
most of the visitors had either heard of 
or been the victims of the restaurants and 
came pepared with lunch baskets. When 
junch hour arrived, the green sward became 
the resort of the weary and was dotted 
with thousands of tablecloths and _  bas- 
kets as the folks spread their midday re- 
ust. 

. The commemorative exercises of the 
day begun at 11 o'clock in the morning. 
At 10 o’clock, Mayor Harrison and officials 
of the city entered in carriages preceded 
by a band. The exercises opened with 
music from the chorus 98. assembled by 
Director Pratt. Nearly 2,000 singers were 
marshaled around the stand, groups being 
stationed. in the .galleries..of the..texmmiaai 
station, the front gaitleries of the mines 
and inining building and the baleony of the 
machinery hall. There were four banda, 
one loeated in the west baleony of the 
administration buildings and th others 
being distributed at regular ntervals about 
the plaza. 

Whea Mayor Harrison, the common coun- 
cil and the eseorting citizens and the ex- 
hibitors arrived at the grounds, Director 
General George R. Davis, who presided, 
arose and called the assemblage to order. 
As he did so, Colonel C. H. Clark, of Mil- 
waukee, stepped forward and presented 
him with a gavel made from a piece of 
the famous Washington elm at Cambridge, 
Mlass. In presenting the gavel, Colonel 
Clark said: 

Director General Davis: One hundred and 
eighteen years ago yesterday, Washington ar- 
rived at Cambridge, Mass., drew his sword 
and took command of the continental army 
under the tree now known as the Washington 
elm. I take pleasure in presenting you with a 
gavel for this morning’s services made from 
tue wood of that now famous tree. 

In receiving the gavel, Director General 
Davis. thanked Colonél Clark for it and 
said that it was eminently fitting that a 
piece of such a historical tree should be 
used in celebration of the birth of Ameri- 
ean liberty. He then turned to the an- 
dience and announced that the Rey. Dr. 
John H. Burrows would invoke the: bles- 
sing of God on the celebration. 

At the conclusion of the prayer, Director 
General Davis introduced General Adlai E. 
Stevenson, vice president of the United 
States, as the orator of the day. Great 
applause greeted General Stevenson when 
he stepped forward. He _ spoke as fol- 
lows: 

I am confident that at no time or place have 
human eyes beheld a grander assemblage. 
This is America’s day. Under the auspices 
or the great exposition other days have 
been set apart to commemorate marked events 
in history. The individual states of our na- 
tion make it our union, and the nations of 
the earth, each and all, and wisely, too, have 
had a special day assigned them. In the 


great congresses which have here assembled 
representatives of all lands and of all path- 
ways of human endeavor have been gathered 
here. Science, agriculture and arts have not 
been forgotten. All who toil with hands and 
brain, no matter whence they come, or what 
they bring, have been welcomed to the great 
exposition. Whoever could add to the sum of 
human learning or lessen the sum of human 
woe have been, and are thrice welcome guests, 
But this day—our day—comes unheralded by 
ediet or proclamation. For more than one 
hundred years it has been the day of days 
of America—the day we do honor to the mem- 
ory of the signers of the declaration of inde- 
pendence. ‘These ceremonies, this coming 
together of the peopie, not as the anniversary 
of the birth of our republic, but as prophet as 
well as patriot,John Adams claimed, ‘“We shal! 
make this a glorious, an immortal day.’’ Our 
children will celebrate it with roar of cannon, 
with martial music. with songs of thanks- 
giving and with souls of joy. All this multi- 
lied a golden fleld, we now behold. One 
i1undred and seven years from the hour 
this declaration was signed, on the southern 
border of the great chain of lakes. midway 
between the oceans, a city has sprung into 
life containing a poepulation but little less 
than that of all the American states at the 
time the declaration of iependanee was 
proclaimed. I am honored by being called to 
preside this day over the assemblage. It ts 
not mine, but the part of others to speak to 
you. Lips more ejoquent than mine will tell 
something of the man who gave to the Ameri- 
can colonies this chart of their liberties; 
something of the heroic struggle which, com- 
mencing at Lexingto&. culminated at York- 
town in the independence of the colonies; 
something of the men who, in 1787, insired 
by wisdom more than human, crystallized into 
our federal constitution those principles quot- 
ed in the great declaration. I congratulate 
you, my countrymen, upon this auspicious 
celebration of the Fourth day of July, upon the 
glories of the past, and what yet remains 
for us and for our children. Self-government 
is no. longer an experiment. It has safely 
passed the crucial test of more than one hwun- 
dred years of trial. No period of history 
has known a more steadfast determination to 
maintain and perpetuate the priceless heritage 
bequeathed us by our fatners. Our repubiie 
is “White as the marble, firm as the rock, 
broad and general as the casing.”

GORDON AT GREENWOOD. 


Georgia’s Senator Makes an Eloquent Speech 
to South Carolina Veterans. 

Greenwood, S. C., July 4.—(Special.)— 
This has been the biggest day in the 
history of rreenwood. Nearly 6,000 
visitors are here indulging in the exer- 
cises and sport incident to the reunion of 
the Sixth South Carolina cavalry. About 
1,500 of these veterans are of all class- 
es and descriptions. 

The feature of the day was the address 
of General John B- Gordon, of Atlanta, 
who:made a superb talk te the immense 


vigorous and elnquent wortls. He re 
called memories of the past as incentitives 
to certain duties for the future, and in- 
voked the recollections of former struggles 
for the dead confederacy, as an inspiration 
for future services to the living republic. 
Memories and duties should be correlative 
terins. War memories ought to. beget 
higher conceptions of peacé memories. 

The general was interrupted during his 
speech by a twitching of the tMroat, and 
he said he wanted somebody to get him 
something with a liftle sugar in it—‘Lots 
of sugar and a little whisky.” (Laughter.) 

In these dispensary days it might have 
been supposed fhat such a thing as ob- 
taining a little whisky, on the spur of Ti 
moment, for an emergency was an imposst- 
bility, but the unitiated had this idea dis- 
pelled in the twinkling of an eye 6n Ts 
historic occasion today. A dozen responses 
were about to be made when Colonel James 
Armstrong, who is always the right man in 
the right place, came forward with “a lit- 
tle Jamaica ginger.” 

“Ladies and gentlemen, I drink to your 
health,”’ replied General Gordon as he ac- 
cepted Colonel Armstrong’s substitute. 
Thinking that he lingered too long and Jov- 
ingly over this throat liniment, Colonel 
James Armstrong, the Charleston wit, called 
“time,”’ and the general had to relinquish. 
Colonel Armstrong, sotto voce—“I hope it 
comes back.” 

The general then gave vent to these words, 
which are freely interpreted as significant: 

‘The lion roams the forest king of beasts 
because Jehovah made him king. The 
proud eagle mounts upward on his mighty 
yinions to meet the rising sun and follow it 
in its flight, because God made him king of 
birds. And here all around you these 
mighty oaks, tall pines and towering poplars 
lift their crests to heaven, while round and 
beneath them grow thorns and thistles and 
briars on the same soil, warmed by the same 
sun, and yet they are the monarchs of the 
forest. Are you going to stand together 
now? Are you going to teach the lesson 
of blotting out the sun and the moon that 
the lesser stars may shine? Are you going 
to clip the eagle’s wing that the owl an 
bat may be the better soar? Are you going 
to cut dow@fhe cedars of Lebanon that the 
blackjack may thrive? Are you going, as 
the white race, to fritter away your strength 
in bitterness and dissension and deprive 
yourselves of power with which the great 
Jehovah has commissioned yoy until infe- 
rior races shall lay hold of the helm of this 
great commonwealth?” 

There were various negative ejaculations 
to these significant questions put by Gen- 
eral Gordon, and he finally said: 

“Am I treading on dangerous ground, 
my friends?” 

Voices—“Say what you please.” 

General Gordon—“I am not here as a par- 
tisan of any man or any set of men. I care 
not for men save as they are instruments 
in the hands of God for the liberty and 
progress and rights of people. Solemniy 
and seriously, with all respect with these 
uplifted hands of mine to heaven, in token 
of my sincerity, I warn you against these 
divisions. My countrymen, you are tread- 
ing on the very brink of an abyss which is 
bottomless as to your futnre. Come back 
together, stand to your brother, stand to 
the state, bury these contemptible differences | 
which are unworthy of a thought as com- 
pared with the interests of the state of 
South Carolina. Let the brotherhood, har- 
mony and unity live, ict the highest 
drought that ever wells up in your hearts 
be the controlling thought in you actions. 
Come back to the old beaten track of truth 
where you stood when you redeemed South 
Carolina from the foreign plunderer. Come 
back under the old flag and ra.!y around it, 
and then when your eyes shal! be turned 
for the last time to look upon these blue 
balmy skies, which a benignant God bends 
above you. ¥ shall behold this glorious 
commonwealth, your beloved South Caro- 
ng still erect, prosperous, proud, grand 
and free.

Lecture a Magnificent Effort.

Being the 
Fourth, many who had holiday observed 
it In a quiet Way and the cunsequence was 
that yesterday morning, the audience was 
not large. Mr. Copeland, who lectured, 
stirred up those who did go. One gentle- 
man who heard him walked up five flights 
of stairs at the Constitution office just to 
talk about it. 

“I dou’t know what possesses me to climb 
away up here when the elevator man has 
gone off on a picnie, but I just felt that 
we ougut to do something to get the people 
of Atlanta stirred up on this Chatauqua. 
lf Henry Grady were only alive! This 
man Copeland is grand, . 1 feel a better cit- 
izen today after hearing bim. If I was 
able I would just buy this Chautauqua af- 
fair and throw the gates open to all to come 
aud hear the lectures and the music. I 
have no interest in this assembly and just 
went out today by chance. Let me tell you, 
we must get our people to go out. They 
will appreciate it if they will only take the 
time from money getting long enough to 
hear these instructive and entertaining ad- 
dresses and concerts,” 

Enthasiastic Over Copeland. 

The gentleman shifted a receipt book from 
One pocket to another as he spoke. He had 
been out collecting rents and dropped in 
the grounds to see what was going on and 
forgetting about his rents, remained until 
the programme wus finished. Mr. Copeland's 
address was on the future of the republic. 
Iie compared America to the other coun- 
tries of the world. His oration was over- 
flowing with patriotism.

John Temple Graves. 
In the afternoon, there was a concert and 
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Colonel John ‘Temple Graves _ deliy- 
ered his lecture on the “Reign 
of the Demagogue.” Governor Nor- 
then in introducing him said that 


in the morning he had listened to the grand- 
est address he had ever heard and without 
disparagement to Mr, Copeland he could as- 
sure the audience that in Colonel Graves 
they would have as enjoyable a treat as they 
ever heard. ‘The governor had referred to 
the speaker as the successor of Henry W. 
Grady, Colonel Graves replying paid a glow- 
ing tribute to the distinguished Atlantian, 
who lived the lordliest and died the best 
beloved of all our modern men. He thank- 
ed God that Grady ‘living in a sordid age 
had made men feel that there were great- 
er things than’ gold and had led 
them to throw off predujices and take 
a higher view of life and their country. 
Colonel Graves said that his purpose was 
to hold up the demagogue to scorn with the 
hope that the youth of the country would 
despise him and shua his methods. Dema- 
goguery is not confined to politics by any 
means. ‘it is in w»usiness, in religion, in 
journalism, everywhere where there is a 
chance to gain an end by trickery playing 
on the ignorance or prejudice or cupidity 
of people. ‘The demagogue he eompared to 
the barnacle on the bottom of the ship. 
Unseen, it works silently cutting its way 
to the very vitals of the great vessel. The 
demagogue is a similar insect in his meth- 
ods. He is a canker gnawing toward the 
heart of the constitution of our country and 
threatening to sap the very life of the na- 
tion. The youth of the republie is its 
strength and hope. When == ood slips its 
leash and the ‘youth stands on the brink of 
the Rubicon, it concerns the state to know 
how he will rise from the plunge, whether 
he‘will be aligned on ti@mright or on the igno- 
ble side. Political life fascinates and draws 
men ever into the vortex. The pursuit of 
otiice and money engages the great majority 
of mei. This accounts in part for the just- 
ness of the charge that this is an uncultured 
age. But it should be remembered that one 
section of the land has been engaged in 
recuperating from desolation and the other 
has given itself up to amassing wealth. The 
infant of culture bas been seized = and 
strangled. Boys are found in the counting 
rooms before they are needed and really be- 
fore the danger of colie has fully passed. 
Girls marry now-a-days before their dresses 
are lengthened to the leather. Youths 
swell out in full dress at an age when their 
fathers ‘had not begun to wear socks, 
A Baneful Nuisance. 


Times are very different from what they 
used to be. “This is a vast country in ter- 
ritory and temptations. It is such a large 
country that there ought to be an office in 
it for every citizen. From the manner in 
which many people strive for public honors 
and pay, this must be a general belief. In 
all the world there is nothing grander than 
a virtuous government. But the demagogue 
does not appreciate it. He is no new figure 
in the world’s history. He has been a bane- 
ful and dominant nuisance for centuries. 
He does not look to the public good, but. 
selfish ends. He is a pirate flying the black 
flag of selfishness. He mkes the ashes of 
spite, envy, bitterness and discontent to 
play upon the masses and should he fail 
in appealing to the prejudices he 
appeals to the pockets of the public. If 
there is a public measure which is in the 
direction of progress and efiterprise, like 
as not, the demagogue will cry out against 
it as extrav.gance anda wiste of the ear 
people’s money. Mammon wins its way 
where merit fails. :

He is a chameleon in principle. shifting 
his views according to the company he 
keeps. Colonel Graves traced the course 
of this figure to the city cqnneil, to the 
fegislature and on to congress.

A 
month’s special reading could not give 
the information and bring vividly before 
the mind so much of the life and history 
and scenes of the gay city as this lecturer 
does in his incomparable description and 
illustrations. Professor Bolton has many 
lectures, and he has given them from one 
end of this country to the other. Every- 
where they are received with the heartiest 
appreciation. His pictures are superb. 
There is no such collection in the United 


States. Not even a Stoddard approaches 
Bolton. Time and again last night as the 


magnificent views were thrown on the can- 
vas, the audience broke Into applause and 
it was deserved. 

It was a trip across the sea without the 
danger of a Victoria horror or even an at- 
tack of the dreaded mal de mer. 

After many beautiful pictures, Professor 
Bolton took his audience to the Louvre. 
He carried his hearers through room after 
room. He showed a view of the famous 
“Diana and Her Stag,” and then intp the 
glorious .Augustus hall, into the hall of 
Henry IV, and then he gave a picture of 
the “Venus of Milo.” the most perfect 
piece of statuary in the world.

ABOUT THAT ° ROBERTSON CASE. 


Is Superintendent Wadley in Contempt? 
The Bond Commission Replies to 
Mr. Huff—-News of the Day. 


Macon, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—Yester- 
day Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States court, heard a piteous appeal from 
Mrs. J. lL. Robertson, wife of an ex-sec- 
tion boss of the Central railroad, and ijimme- 


‘diately after listening to her tearful story 


the judge addressed a letter to Superin- 
tendent McNealy, of the main stem, in the 
absence of Receiver Comer, who isin New 
York. Mr. Robertson had been in the ser- 
vieé of the Central road twenty-four years 
until his discharge a short time ago. He 
was-‘section boss between Macon and Sum- 
merfield, and always kept the road in splen- 
did condition. The Nuncy Hanks dashes 
in safety and ease over it at the rate of a 
mile a minute. He has always-been a faith- 
ful and eflicient official, put it seems that he 
has been discharged simply because his wife 
brought suit against the company for dam- 
ages for the killing of her two cows by a 
train of the road. By the milk obtained 
from these cows Mrs. Robertson’s children 
subsisted ‘and she was enabled by the sale 
of it to contribute to the support of the fam- 
ily. She hesitated about bringing suit for 
fear it would jeopardize her husband’s situ- 
ation, but being assured by Mr. Marion 
Erwin, ex-district attorney, and of counsel 
for the Central road in certain branches of 
the receivership case, that her suit would 
not possibly be used to the injury of her 
husband, she sued the road, through her at- 
torney, Mr. Hugh Washington. ‘Then fol- 
lowed the discharge of the husband as sec- 
tion boss, with the notification that he and 
his family must vacate. the little house be- 
longing to the road and occupied by thei. 

In this condition of affairs, her husband 
without employment and her family home- 
less, Mrs, Robertson appealed to Judge 
Speer, and his heart was touched with sym- 
pathy for her and he addressed a letter to 
Superintendent McNealy in which he said, 
among other things: 

“While, of course, I would not presume 
that any oflicer of the receiver would be 

uilty of the outrage of punishing this hum- 

le family in a manner so high-handed for 
submitting her claim to the determination 
of the court, the facts as stated present a 
very ugly appearance, and [I wish at once 
to direct you to report to me directly the 
reasons for Mr. Robertson’s discharge. 
You can avoid this, however, by reinstat- 
ing him to his former position immediately. 
In the meantime you are directed to permit 
his wife to occupy with her children the 
house set apart for the sectiofY boss, which 
she now occupies, until the court passes 
upon the matter to which your attention is 
called. The promptest attention to this 
matter is directed.’ 

Is Wadley in Contempt? 

Has General Superintendent George Dole 
Wadley, of the Central railroad, placed 
himself in a position where he can be held 
in contempt of court by Judge Speer? : The 
celebrated contract case of the Central rail- 
road and its engineers, like Banquo’s ghost, 
will not down. The readers of The Con- 
stitution will remember tnat Mr. Wadley 
refused to sign the old contract that had 
been in force between the Central road and 
the engineers, and he made a contract, or 
schedule of rates or wages, that he insisted 
the engineers must sign. The case was ap- 
pealed to Judge Speer and he decided that 
the old contract should -remain in force 
until a new one, to be ‘approved by the 
court, was made. The old contract has 
been supposed to be in force on the Central 
road and its branches, until a few days ago, 
when it was brought to the attention of 
Judge Speer that General Superintendent 
Wadley has put into operation on the Car- 
olina branch and the Savannah and West- 
ern road the contract or schedule of rates 
which Mr. Wadley months ago insisted 
that the engineers must sign, and which 
contract Judge Speer ordered set aside and 


the old contract to be substituted instenad.- 


Judge Sveer addressed a letter to Receiver 
Comer inquiring concerning the action of 
Mr. Wadiey. Mr, Wadley replied to Re 
ceiver Comer to the effect that the divis- 
ion superintendents of the Carolina branch 
apd the Savannah and Western had put the 
Wadley contract into operation under a 
misapprehension, and stated further that the 
engineers of the roads in question were well 
pleased with the Wadley contract or sched- 
nie. This answer. however, evidently did 
net satisfy Judge Speer, for he has again 
addressed Receiver Comer directing him to 
find out what inducement or persuasion, if 
any, was used on the engineers that they 
should have accepted the Wadley contract; 
whereas, the court had established the old 
contract in passing on the — made to 
his court by the engineers. How will the 
matter end

ing the Germania bank, of Savannah, trus- 
tee for the sinking fund of the Montgomery 
and Eufaula railroad. The Central road 
was formerly trustee for this fund. This 
sinking fund is for the protection of about 
$1,500,000 of bonds of the Montgomery ‘uy 
Eufaula road. 

Sale of Georgia Southern. 


The next important move in railroad cir- 
cles at Macon will be the hearing on the 
petition of bondholders for foreclosure and 
eale of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad. The matter may be set for next 
Monday, and will probably be heard before 
Judge C. C. Smith, of the Hawkinsville 
circuit, acting for Judge Bartlett, disquali- 


Bond Commission Resolution. 


The Constitution this morning made 
mention of the fact that the bond commis- 
sion of the eity of Macon held a meeting 
yesterday to hear and act on a communica- 
tion which had been written by Hon. W. 

Huff, and addressed to President Bob 
Brown, of the commission. It said that 
the public considered this communication 
as Mr. Huff's first step in legal proceed- 
ings to be taken by him to enjoin the issu- 
ance by the mayor and council of $200,000 
of bonds to sewer the city. Mr. Huff's 
communication contained fourteen questions 
which he desired President Brown to an- 
swer. These questions related to the bonds 
and fund handled by the commission, in- 
terest paid by them, etc., and called for an 
expression of opinion on various financial 
propositions. After the communication was 
read the bond commission passed the fol- 
lowing resolution, a copy of which has been 
mailed to Mr. Huff 


Resolved, That the president of the bond 
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commission be requested to inform Mr. 
in reply to his communication submitted this 
day to the commission, that all the matters 
of fact about which he inquires are of

DEATHS IN DAWSON, 


Mr. T. E. Kumney Drops Dead—Mr. Thomas 
R. Haonah Is no More. 

Dawson, Ga., July 4.—Mr. J. E. Rumney, 
an old gentleman whose residence is near 
the Central depct here,’ started from his 
home to go to the compress and as he was 
crossing the railroad track he was seen to 
fall and in a moment he was dead. The cor- 
oner held an inquest and his death was at- 
tributed to heart disease, as he had had 
some heart affection for a long time. He 
was over seventy years old and was a quiet, 
iudustrious and respected citizen. He leaves 
a widow, his second wife, and a number of 
grand children here and one son, Rev. Jo- 
seph Burney, of Albany. 

Mr. .Thomas R. Hannah, one of Dawson's 
best citizens, died at his home here Sunday 
evening.

He was one of 
he proprietors of the Dawson Variety Man- 
ufacturing Company, one of the largest es- 
tablishments of the kind in the state, and 
he was the chief factor in the building np 
of that enterprise in our city. In an unosten- 
tatious manner he dispensed as much charity 
as any wan in the community, and his bene- 
factions will be gratefully remembered by 
many.

A WELL KNOWN AUGUSTA INSTITUTION. 


And the Splendid Work It Has Done— 
Otber Educational Matters—Roman- 
tic Marriage of an Atilantian. 


Augusta, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)}—The Au- 
gusta free school on Greene street has been 
closed, This action was taken by the trus- 
tees at a mecting held this afternoon. 

This school has been open in Augusta nager- 
ly a half century for the teaching of young 
children of the primary and intermediate 
grades and bas been free all the time. 

When the school was first started there 
were no public schools ln the county for 
the instruction of .children whose parents 
were unable to engage teachers to educate 
them privately Now, as_ this county 
has one of the finest county school systems 
iu the country, the trustees of the Augusta 
free school ‘consider the board of educution 
has absorbed the work of the free school 
and have concluded to discontinue the same, 

As the trust fund, which the directurs hold, 
can only be used for educational purposes, 
the trustees will open a@ free night business 
college for young working meu aud ween, 
to give them such advantages as they are 
unable to obtain before going to work. The 
fund of the school affords an income of 

1600 a year. Lhe principal amounts to 
25,000, which was obtained by voluntary 
subscriptions given by vofgers to the tax col- 
lector half a century ago. To start the 
school, the tax collector was asked to re- 
quest each voter in the county to contribute 

1 towards the fund, and from that source 
the large amount now in possession was ac- 
cumulated. The trustees voted Miss Estelle 
Wagner, who has been in charge of the 
school for eighteen years, $50 as a token of 
appreciation of her valuable services. 

A Meeting of Colored Citizens. 


A meeting of the colored citizens was heid 
tonight in the Springfield Baptist church to 
take action in regard to the board 
of education ordering Ware, colored, 
high school discontfhued. Rev. J. W. White.

An Impending Calamity. 
The Century Dictionary, in six large 
volumes, has enabled the writers of our 
time to conceal their ideas so success- 
fully that there would seem to be no 
necessity for another big dictionary. 
But The Century Dictidhary is te be 
eclipsed by a new English work which 
is now in course of publication. It 
will be composed of forty-eight volumes, 
and will be a vast monument of toil 
and learning.

The 
growth of the dictionary nuisance, how- 
ever, has blighted our literature. The 
spectacled noodles who spend their days 
and nights hunting definitions, enlarging 
their vocabularies and studying syno- 
nyms will never write anything that 
will live. It is like hunting for a 
needle in a hay stack to sift their great 
masses of diction in the hope of finding 
a live thought or a graphic phrase. The 
few masters of style in these degener- 
ate days are men who have studied the 
old writers, ignoring the apostles of the 
dictionary period. 
What will become of us when the 
new English dictionary comes to the 
front? The age of jargon will be upon 
us, and language will become the grave 
of “thought. ; 


Altgeld’s Conduct Explained. 
It is probable that Governor Altgeld 
has been misjudged by those who credit 
him with unworthy motives in pardon- 
ing the anarchists.

Buck O’Shlelds, Whe Escaped from Jail 
Nigh? Beforo Last. 
Buck O’Shiclds, who was under a sentence 
of five yeara in the penitentiary, has escaped 
from the i*uiton county jail. 
When the announcement was made in po- 
lice cireles yesterday morning it created a 
genuine surprise. ‘there was no rumor of 
the escape of the nighe before and the escape, 
as well as the effort to apprehend the prisou- 
er, was kept a secret until the day following. 
O'Shieids was convicted of tae crime of 


highway robbery, before Judge itichard Hi. 
Clark, who sentenced him to five years of 
hard labor in the enitentiary.

Will the trophy for the first season float 
form the top of a long pole in Augusta or in 
Charleston? -— 

It’s au interesting question and one in which 
the entire Southern League fs interested. But 
the greatest interest in the question Is in 
Augusta and Charleston. 

When the schedule was made for the South- 
ern League last spring the first season was 
put down to close on the 4th of July, and an 
off day, the Sth of July, was left before the 
opening of the second season for the purpose 
of playing any games that might have been 
deferred, especially when such games might 
affect the decision of the league race. 

There is a deferred game between Augusta 
and Charleston, and that game has been or- 
dered for this afternoon on the Augusta 
grounds. 

Should Augusta win, the flag will fly over 
Georgia soil; but should Augusta lose, the two 
clubs will be tied for first place and another 
game will have to be played to settle the 
question of the championship. 

Augusta bas won forty-four games and lost 
seventeen. while Charleston has won forty- 
three and lost eighteen. 

Both teams worked hard to win both games 
yesterday, and both succeeded. But while 
at work each was wishing the other a throw- 
down. 

During the meeting of the league in Augusta 
last Sunday, Mr. Asbury Hill presented Mr, 
Hart a formal request that the Charleston 
team go to Augusta and play the deferred 
game, and the president of the league so 
directed Manazer Long, of the Charlestonians. 

But last night, Augusta telegraphed Pres- 
ident Hart, declining to play the game, and 
about the same time President Hart received 
a message from Mr, Long requesting him to 
order the Augusta management to play this 
afternoon. The result of the games yesterday 
leaves Augusta in the lead, and in his tele- 
gram to President Hart last night Manager 
‘Staliings asserts that when he made the 
written request for the order to Charleston 
to play the deferred game in Augusia he did 
$0 in event only there should be a tie between 
the two cities. < 

The written request, though, which is in the 
handwriting of Sandy Cohen, is a plain re- 
qnest to the president to order Long to play 
the deferred game in Augusta, and has no 
provisos in it. 

Mr. Long, in his telegram to President 
Hart. declares that acting upon his orders 
to go to Augusta and play the deferred game 
he went to the expense of securing a large 
excursion and paid out considerable money. 
He does not think that Augusta should be 
aliowed to renig now, and does think that 
she should be compelled to play the game. 
Long declares that Augusta is only trying to 
bulldoze and asks that the Augusta manuge- 
ment be required to play the game. He in- 
Sisis that this is but right, and will demand 
that the game be given to Charleston if Au. 
gusta refuseS to play. | | 

Allxusta, Dowever, declares that the league 
season ended yesterday, and that no deferred 
g:mes can now be played.

He Was Released from Jail Last Night 


at 10 O'Clock. 
STOOD. HIS 


AUNT BOND. 


Fall Term of the Court—The 
Case May Be Sottled. 


Last night as the. minute hand of the 


clock swung around to 10 o'clock, Harry 
Hill, with a hurried, impatient air, stepped 
out of the Fulton county jail. 


He had been waiting for the hour to ar- 


rive and it seemed as if the minutes Were 


their. ordinary length. With the

There was a feeling of satisfaction, how- 


ever, that welled up from his heart and 
pervaded his entire being with joy. It was 
the knowledge that he would soon be in- 
haling the atmosphere of old Wilkes, the 
home of his boyhood, where he spent his 
innocent days and little dreamed of the 
cloud which was destined to overshadow his 
career. 


At the hour of 10 o’clock, the time which 


was set for his liberation, the bonds which 
were properly signed, were placed in the 
hands of the officer, with an order to release 
the prisoner. , 


Harry Hill was then a free man. 
His aunt, Mrs. Casey, went on his bond, 


which was reduced by Judge Clark to $6,600 
The original amount was $11,000, but after 
taking the matter under advisement it was 
decided that a reduction was Decessary. 


The bond, or bonds, were ten in n ber, 
and were for $600 each. They were condi- 
tioned upon the appearance of the prisoner to 
answer to.the charges brought against him 
before the next term of the superior court. 

Harry Hill was incarcerated on the (th 
day of last June. He was brought to the 
city at that time by the officer who was dis- 

atched to Chicago for the purpose of bring- 
ing him to the city. His arrival was an 
event of considerable interest, and all of the 
circumstances are still fresh in the public 
mind. 

During his iycarceration he has made the 
best of his situation, and has at times 
chatted gayly with the prisoners. A great 
hand for telling stories, he has amused his 
associates in the jail by his long yarns, and 
his own laughter has been hea above that 
of the others. 

His absence will be a great loss to the 
prisoners, who enjoyed his good company 
and who found him an excellent companion. 
No one. however, will feel it more than 
Lewis Redwine, with whom he associated 
most of the time and whose er sorryge nt 
mide him feel more socially inclined than 
when. thrown in cgatact with the other 

risoners. 

: As svon as he was liberated last night be 
paid his ‘respects to his late companions 1n 
trouble and gave them to understand that 
he would think of them during his absence. 
Without any deep regret and with feelings 
of only faint sadness, which were overshad- 
owed by the joy he felt in his new found 
freedom, he extended his hand to the jailer 
with his acknowledgement of the courtesies 
extended him during his incarceration, apd 
with that he left the building and was soon 
enveloped in the gloom. 

He made his way to the union 
depot, and a few minutes after 11 o’clock 
boarded the train for his old home. A few 
of his friends were at the carshed to see 
him off and to extend their congratulations. 

He seemed to be in bouyant spirits, and, 
in spite of his incarceration of gg egg 
days, looked as well as he ever did in his 

ife. ‘ 

There are many who think that the cases 
against Harry Hill will not come to trial. 
It is thought that in some way a settlement 
will be effected or a compromise made by 
which his liberty will be made permanent.

What Senator Hill Wrote. 


Senator David B. Hill wrote thus: 

It is now evident that the financial question 
which so recently, from various motives, was 
pone in some quarters to be ignored or 
pushed aside in béhalf of other issues, im- 
peratively required precedence as well as 
recognition and its solution ts demanded, not 
by the adoption of temporary expedients and 

uestionable compromises, but by a return to 
the sound monetary principles of our fathers 
—not present relief, merely, but the restora- 
tion. of the establishment of a permanent 
financial system under which our currency 
shall be safely regulated, is the plain duty 
of the hour. fixed, vigorous ard definite 
financial policy, rather than a fixed, weak 
and vacillating course—one that will settle 
the question, not for a day, but for decades; 
one that embraces and subserves the interest 
of the whole country, rather than” any" prr- 
ticular section, is the wise policy which the 
nation needs. The unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman act, against the enactment of 
which, to their credit be it said, a demo- 
cratic congress voted, is the first essential 
step in the right direction. Such repeal is 
necessary to lay the foundation for the en- 
actment of that legislation or the inauguration 
of that international coneurrence which shall 
eventually lead the way to the goal of that 
free bimetallic coinage to which both of the 
great political parties’ are solemnly com- 
mitted. 

We pledged the people that, if able, we 
would revise the tariff by the reduction of 
duties to a revenue basis: that we would 
repeal the Sherman act, which_is a menace 
to all the business interests of the country; 
that we would establish and maintain a 
sound and stable financial system, and that 
we would honestly and economically adminis- 
ter the affairs of the people. The pledges 
must be kept and when the promised reforms 
are crystalized into statutes, a new signifi- 
cance will be given to American independence 
—the masses will be free from the domination 
of the classes and all men will be equal be- 
fore the law. 

Other letters from cabinet members, sen- 
ators and congressmen were read. An 
elaborate collation closed the affair.

THE PRESENTMENTS IN FULL. 


Ps -@o Hon. Marshall J. Clarke, Judge of 


Superior Court of Fulton County: 

_ We, the grand jury, chosen and sworn 
for the spring term of the superior court 
of Fulton county for 1803, having dis- 
charged our duties, have the honor of mak- 
ing the following report and reccommenda- 
tions. We are mindful of the exhaustive 
and instructive cMarge of your honor, and 
it has been of great and material aid to 
us in the discharge of our duties. 

t has n our observation and experi- 
ence as citizens and grand jurors, that 
@n indifferent sort of attention is usual- 

given by those in authority to the recom- 
Mendations to be made, and it also implies 
that they shall be properly and carefully 
considered by those whose duty it is to 
see that they are carried out. 

We have acted on 152 bills of indict- 
ment and found the following true bills:

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REPORTS. 
Justice of peace dockets. 
We have examined as carefully as pos- 
sible the dockets of each of the justice 
courts, and find them well and neatly 
kept. The amount of charges as record- 
ed on the books. seems to be correct in 


each instance, and as far as we are able , 


to judge, the business of these courts is 
being well taken care of: 

e feel it incumbent on us, however, to 
fall your attention to the fact that to ex- 
amine these dockets as they should be, 
will take the work of a man thoroughly 
conversant with all the details of justice 
court business. Moreover. he will have to 
make such examinations frequently, say 
once a month. It is impossible for grand 
jurors to familiarize themselves with this 
work since new examiners. are appointed 
each term, and they are obliged to look 
— the dockets for six months at the 

me. 

Therefore, the work is more or less im- 

erfect. It seems to us, in view of these 

acts, that a recommendation making it 
the duty of some county official to make 
these examinations once each month, would 
be in order. It further occurs to us, that 
the clerk of the county commissioners wou'd 

a fit person for such position, and we 
recommended that the law be so changed 
@s to make it his duty. 

COUNTY ROADS AND BRIDGES. 
_. We renew. the recommendations ‘of the 
-dast yrand jury, viz: We find the Mason 
and Turner Ferry roscd in bad condition, 
We recommeul an extensicn of macudam 
to the sia mile post. 

The new Rosweil bridge road we find in 
bad condition. The bridge across Nancy's 
creek should be replaced with a new one, 
much higher than the old _ one, 
@nd the road rocked from the alms property 
to Jasper Mitcheli’s place. 

Green’s Ferry avenue, from city limits 
to Westview cemetery, should be rocked. 

The Jonesboro und McDonough roads 
should be macadamized to county lines. 

e intervals between the macadam on 
Jonesboro road should receive attention 


The trestle on the Atlanta and Florida 

railroad, at South river, on Jonesboro road, 
obstructs the road and renders it very 
dangerous. We recommend that the bends 
be removed at once. 
* The Pace’s Ferry road, between the six 
and seven-mile post, is in bad condition. 
The bridge on the small creek on John 
Tolbert’s lands needs raising six feet. 

We recommend that a fill be made and 
‘the small hill south of the river be graded 
down on Forest road in South Bend dis- 


trict. 

We find that many miles of road are be- 
ing permanently paved, and this work is 
being increased yearly. +The facilities for 
doing the work are also enlarged by hiring 
more convicts from other counties. It is 
our opinion that thé county commissioners 
should rock the main roads first. If they 

ro rate the work on the main thorough- 
are for a few years with the ingreased fa- 
cilities they now have. all the main.roads 
leading out of the city will soon be in 
first-class condition. 

We recomniend that the district road 
commissioners dispense. with sub-overseers 
and employ one efficent general road over- 
seer, and that he adopt the system now 
used in the South Bend district. In this 
_ istrict the overseer works all the roads 
with different squads of hands until every 

hand in the district has done the work or 
' paid the money- the law requires of him. 

e uses with each set of hands mules and 
read scrapes with great alvantage. The 
funds collected from defaulters are ex- 

nded by thé general overseer, in the hir- 
ng of efficient hands for working the 
roads. 

The roads in Adamsv'lle, Buckhead and 
East Point districts, appear to be in worse 
condition than the roads in other districts 
before us. The explanation they gave for 
the bad condition of their roads was the 
few hands they had, and the small amount 
of money they receive. We have investi- 

ed the matter pretty thoroughly and 
nd what they say is correct. We also 
examined their books and found them cor- 
rectly kept. W®# find in one of the districts 
the road comm? ssioners have on 
hand $64 collected last year. We suggest 
that all money c&@lected should be spent 
on the roads judiciously the same year it 
is collected. 

We recommend a. bridge to he built 
across the Atlanta and Florida railroad at 
Cornell. Also a small bridge should be built 
a the six-mile post on the Mount Zion 
road. 

We think Captain Donelson is a very effi- 
tient officer and his management of the 
chaingang deserves comg-ndation. He 
has beganized an efficient bridge gang, and 
every department of his work is most thor- 


© oughly systematized.

e _STATE CONVICTS.

condition of this camp, and the good care 
taken of these unfortunates by the lessees. 
The kindness, firmness and intelligence of 
Mr. Woodruff, the superintendent and state 
representative, impressed us most favora- 


bly. 
COUNTY CONVICTS. 

On our visit to the county convict camp 
on Bellwood avenue, we found everything 
in first-class condition. The buildings are 
roomy, well ventilated and comfortable in 
every way, and we take pleasure in attest- 
ing to the efficiency and ability of the offi- 
cers in charge. 

CITY DUMPING GROUNDS. 

We also visited the farm used by the cit 
as a i“dumping ground” for garbage. We 
found it in good condition and as free from 
offensive odors as it is possible to be. The 
night soil seems to be exceedingly well taken 
care of. While we found no just room for 
complaint as to any part of the grounds, 
and we believe the city is doing as well as 
it is possible to be done under the present 
system, we unhesitatingly express the belief 
that cremation is the best method of dis- 
posing of the city’s garbage. 

COUNTY ALMS HOUSE. 

We carefully inspected the alms house, 
both white and colored departments, and 
found them well kept, clean and healthy. 
The inmates seem well satisfied and are 
certainly well cared for. 

The county asylum we found in quite as 
satisfactory condition. The female con- 
victs employed at the almshouse were 1n 
good health. 

The county is to be congratulated upon 
haying secured the services of Dr. Lope, 
who certainly has the management of all 
these departments well under hand, and is 
beyond question the man for the place. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

We have inspected the courthouse and jail 
several times. On our first visit to the jail 
we found some cause for complaint, but 
afterwards the condition was so improved 
as to place it in as good condition gener- 
ally as is possible under the circumstances. 

The jail, however, is a building probably 
fairly suited to the demands of a country 
town, Where there may at times be fif- 
teen’ or twenty prisoners, but totally inade- 
quate to our demands, being crowded and 
overfull all the while, with bad ventilation 
and insecure walls. It is inhuman to con- 
fine the prisoners there, and there is much 
danger of escape and we recommend a new 
jail be built as early as practicable, as it 
seems out of the question to improve the 
present one so as to be at all suited to the 
demands of the present, to say nothing of 
the future. ook 

‘Mie courthouse is in a bad condition, the 
roof leaks, the plumbing is bad, the off- 
cers are ani’ for room, the courts not 
able to get along without rented quarters 
and many improvements are needed, and 
we recommend that the county comullis- 
sioners make the necessary improvements 
to present buildings at once. 

We especially call attention to the ur- 
gent need of a reformatory prison for the 
care of juvenile offenders. The  de- 
mand for this is urgent, from the 
different standpoints “of jifinancial econ- 
omy and humanity. The success of reform 
schools and prisons in other states having 


shown them to be practical, and the resulte | 


in saving the erring youth from a life of 
crime, very marked. We earnestly recom- 
mend that our county commissioners es- 
tablish such an institution on the same 
plan as used for the alms house, at once. 

We appreciate the attention and kind- 
ness shown us by Sheriff Barnes and his 
assistants at the jail, fer aid in making 
thorough investigation, and congratulate 
the county on having such an_excellem 
gentleman and competent officials in 
charge. We feel sure if they only had a 
jail building equal to the demands made 
on it, there would never be complaint heard 
from the jail, either in treatment of prison- 
ers or their escape. a 

PUBLIC RECORDS. 

On account of the custom of appointing 
experts to investigate and examine the 
public records every two years, and ag this 
duty was performed jn 1882, it was not con- 
sidered our duty to make any examination 
in this department. 

CONFEDERATE PENSIONS. 

We have carefully examined the pension 
list of this county. We find a larger num- 
ber of pensioners compared with the popu- 
lation of the county than any other county 
of the state. This is accounted for by the 
fact that Atlanta offers better and more di- 
versified employement to the crippled and 
disabled than any other county in the state, 
and many disabled veterans of the counties 
near Fulton are now living here. 

After dilligent investigation we have failed 
to find a name on the list that we con- 
sider unworthy. There are several pen- 
sioners now receiving annuities in which 
there are irregularities in their claims, and 
we have given their names to the pension 
agent of the state with our reason why he 
should require new proof before further pay- 
ments are made. ; 

We think Mr. W. H. Harrison. pension 
agent, has" conducted his office with 
marked fidelity to the state and her worthy 
pensioners, and we most heartily com- 
mend him as a faithful, competent official. 

SPECIAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 
JURY DUTIES. 

We would recommend that the members 
of the general assembly of Georgia from 
J'ulton county prepare and have passed at 
the summer session of that body a bill 
amending the jury laws of this state so that 
none shall be exempt from jury duties but 
ministers of the gospel, lawyers and physi- 
claus in actual practice, and men who are 
actually employed and paid by the publie, 
anid whose duties are such that the public 
interests will suffer by their serving upon 
juries, and active members only of military 
companies, 

Under the present law a large number of 
our best citizens are exempt from jury duty 
by reason of their paying a stated sum for 
the privilege of being honorary members of 
military companies. This state of affairs 
works a hardship upon a large part of our 
citizenship who do not desire to shirk the 
responsibility of a public duty. Such a law 
would largely increase the number of names 
in the jury box, and make the service Jess 
frequent and advance the interest of pub- 
lic justice. 

CONVICT SYSTEM. 

We recommend the next genera] assembly 
to pass such laws as will change the present 
leuse convict system so as to put them on 
the roads and highways of the state under 
such system as they, in their wisdom, may 


find best. 
: ARSON. 

_ We would suggest that the proper author- 
ities Investigate the present laws upon the 
crime of arson. We find that under the 
present extreme penalties—arson being a 
capital offense—it Is almost an impossibility 
to cohvict persons who are charged with 
that offense, as the evidence js mainly cir- 
cumstultial. We would, therefore, recom- 
mend that the penalties for the crime of 
arson be graded. 

: SEWERAGE. 

The sewers of Atlanta are now emptied 
at the corporate line, and in most instances 
into thickly populated localities. We re- 
commend that the county board shall con- 
sider the question of extending such of 
these sewers as they find necessary, and to 
obtain legislative authority to do so if nec- 


essary. 

5 RECEIVERSHIPS. 

We recommend and request that our rep- 
reselitatives in the legislature shall look 
carefully into the law governing recciver- 
ships, and have necessary amendments 
pemes in order that only proper fees shall 

e allowed to receivers and attorneys. 

8 from our information we believe much 
larger fees are generally allowed in such 
cases than for same labor and ability in 
other litigation. We can cite a case in 
point where a special master received for 
a few weeks’ work as much compensation 
as our judiciary receive for thfee years of 
continuous and Jaborious work. 

It must be borne in mind that the special 
master 18 the creature of the judge to whom 
he owes his appointment—yet the creature 
for a few weeks work receives as much coi- 
pensation as the creator receives for three 
years of close attention to duty: In the 
majority of cases the estate is so absorbed 
by expenses that creditors. fail. to realize 
proper benefits. The credit: being pow- 


erless, the Jaw should carefully protect their 
interests.

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The State Bar Association Convenes in 
That City Today. 


JUDGE BLECKLEY MAKES AN ADDRESS.. 


There Will Be a Number of Interesting 


Addresses—The Present Officers 
of the Association. 


The State Bar Association will meet in 
tenth annual convention today in Rome, 
and there is a likelihood that there will be 
some important business transacted. 

The meeting will be called to order by 
President Washington Dessau, of Macon, 
who wil make the opening address of the 
occasion. Some of the first business to be 
considered will be the reports of the va- 
rious committees appointed at the last meet- 
ing to look into certain questions, several 
of which are of vital importance to the bar. 

One of the committees appointed last year 
offered a prize of fifty dollars to the lawyer 
that should discover the largest number of 
errors in the present code. This commit- 
tee will make a report, and this report is 
awaited with unusual interest, as it is un- 
derstood that there are a great many er- 
rors. The report of the committee will con- 
tain the name of the winner of the prize. 

Another question of importance that a 
committee has had under discussion is that 
in regard to the publishing of the future 
revisious of the code. The sense of the 
meeting was that the revisions should be 
published under state authority, just as the 
code is printed. 

‘There will be two symposiums 
ing of twelve and six papers each. The 
first series will be on “How the judiciary 
should be close, and why.’’ There will be 
twelve papers read on this line, and each 
paper will be limited to ten minutes each. 
The discussion, or rather the views, put 
forth in this direction are likely to be ap- 
preciated and listened to with a great deal 
of interest. Moreover, the subject is an 
interesting one, and one of great import 
ance. 

The second symposium will consist of 
six papers limited to fifteen minutes each, 
on: “What reforms are most needed in rem- 
edial procedure in Georgia?’ This subject

FROM FULTON JAIL 


Mise Julian Force Went Yesterday to the 
Milledgeville Asylum. 


At 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon Miss 
Julia Foree, accompanied by Jailer Corri- 
gan and her faitteful friend and relative, 
Mrs. Benjamin Conley, left Fulton county 
jail for the Milledgeville asylum. 

Miss Force showed the least bit of re- 
luctance—not a word did she utter—in leav- 
ing the place that for so many days has 
shielded her from the sight of the curious 
many who would have taken a delight in 
gazing upon her on account of the awful 
deed which was committed by her in a mo- 
ment of irresponsibility. 

Jailer Corrigan not only accompanied 
Miss Force to the train, but by her special 
request will go all the way to the asylum. 
Dr. J. C. Olmsted joined the jailer and his 
charge at the depot, where he arrived just 
in time to board the Nancy Hanks as she 
was pulling out. He goes by the request 
of the family of Miss Force, as he has 
been a friend to the family for years. 

Miss Force made her preparations for the 
sad trip at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing, and when the jailer asked if she was 
ready to go, she arose and answered that 
she was, leaving the room and standing 
just outside of the door as if awaiting his 
further instructions. Mrs. Conley was at 
the jail and the three left there in a car- 
riage together. Miss JwWia Force was at- 
tired in the same dress that she wore dur- 
ing the proceedings in the criminal - court, 
and even her headwear was unchanged. 

Over her hat, head and face she wore 
the same dark brown veil that so complete 
ly hid her features during the trial for mur- 
der. The dress was a claret color, or me- 
dium brown, and appeared a little ungainly 
as Miss Force has apparently grown thin- 
ner since her stay in jail, undergoing the 
terrible suspense surrounding the finding of 
the verdict of not guilty. In _ fact, the 
strain must have been supreme if her feel- 
ings were in accordance with the declara- 
tion made by herself to the effect that she 
was not insane; and she still says that she 
is sane. The assumption that at the time 
of the killing she was a monomaniac would 
have no lessening effect upon the state of 


-her feelings during the trial, especially 


where a woman of her ability and mind is 
coheerned. © = - As 

It is very likely that in a few years at 
the most, removed from the scenes which 
would be certain to recall to her mind the 
tragic occurrence of February 25th, when 
her two sisters fell, shot down by a woman 
who was actuated by no impulse that the 
true Julia Force ever felt, Miss Julia Force 
will rid her mind of the fearful disease of 
monomania which now has possession of 
her. When this recovery is brought about 
she will be free to leave the asylum and re- 
turn to the bosom of the family that has 
never uttered one word of censure to her, 
nor allowed her to be treated otherwise 
than in the t manner. ‘
